Signor Francisco,—the World-Ke­ 
ll own od Gymnast,—as the ] hts tors had 
it, in I tiers two feet long, was one of 
the chief attractions of the Grecian Gar­ 
dens, and his d iring performances up­ 
on cross-bar and trapeze nightly drew 
a crowd to the popular place of amuse 
ment. 
As to the “world-wide renown,” 
that was an advertising license; in point 
of fact, he had never been beyond tho 
limits of the United States, and his first 
iud only la u r e ls in the gymnastic line 
ha I been won upon the stage of the 
Grecian Gardens. 
To tell the carefully-concealed truth. 
Signor Francesco led a dual existence. 
For one hour every evening, Sundays 
excepted, he was the hero of the ring, 
—the idol of the gallery,—the rest of 
the time he was Frank Beverly, report­ 
er on The Evening Message.

With the increase of the realism on 
the stage there is also an increase of il­ 
lusions w hich tax the ingenuity of clever 
men behind the scenes, and often be­ 
wilder the most intelligent of the authors 
Some of these effects that occasion an 
uproar of applause, and necessitate the 
raising of the curtain repeatedly on a 
fovorite tableau, are ridiculously simple. 
For instance, when the young hero of 
the modern melodrama plunges into the 
canvas river from the set dock in the left 
fourth entrance, his disappearance is 
marked by a dash of spray uprising in 
foamy drops that glitter iii tile glaring 
oalcnini light the effect of this from the 
front is thrillingly real. 
II you stood at 
the side scene, however, and saw n 
rough carjienter crouching in the trap 
behind the set water with a handful of 
salt, really to throw it up after the hero 
has landed on the mattress placed to re­ 
ceive him, you wouldn’t feel so enthusi­ 
astic. 
The inclination would be rather 
to laugh than to cheer. 
For some time even old stagers were 
puzzled by an allusion in one of the 
French operas as played by Aimee last 
season. 
In one of the comic scenes 
while the comedi nne, disguised as a 
waitress, was jMiuring out tea at table 
on the scene, sheponred it inadvertently 
down the neck of the dignified comedy 
character of the play. 
It seemed a 
boiling liquid that came from the ves­ 
sel—even the steam seemed to issue from 
it—and yet the actor submitted to the 
scalding every night and showed nogvil 
effects the next day. 
At last it trans­ 
pired that the French property man 
filled the teajiot with a very fine saw­ 
dust, which ran out smoothly Uke a liq­ 
uid, a dost of its finer particles at the 
same time rising from the spout like 
steam. 
With tho footlights between, 
the illusion w as complete. 
In nothing has the property man im­ 
proved so much of late years as in the 
quality and effectiveness of stage light­ 
ning. Only three or four years ago the 
old method was adhered to. 
A torch 
with a flame surrounded by a tin box 
perforated with fine openings, and the 
l*ox filled with jxiwdered risiu, did duty 
for this effect. 
Tile prompter gave a 
shake of this torch, the powdered resin 
escape*! in small quantity and flared up. 
This was the nearest the stage could 
come to counterfeiting the artillery of 
Jove. 
Now- a oalcuun (or better, an el­ 
ectric') light is completely masked in 
the wings. 
When the cue is given for 
the lightning the light is unmasked for 
a second and the rays allowed to flash 
on to the stage tlirough a lens of green­ 
ish glass. 
The effect of a blinding flash 
of lightning is perfect. And yet so sim­ 
ple? Yes; and it is the simplest things 
cm the stage that gain the greatest suc­ 
cess. 
A favorite scenic effect is an illumin­ 
ated city in the distance by night. The 
audience xviii always go wild over this— 
vet the effect is produced by merely 
cutting holes in a dark drop and keep 
the gas at the back of it at full head, 
while the burners in front of the scene 
are reduced to a blue glimmer. 
The 
illusion was taken out of this scene for 
the wTiter, who one evening at ti o’clock 
called at a city theatre to have an in­ 
terview' with the manager, and finding 
him on the stage hacking holes with 
his pen-knife in a bLch daulied can­ 
vass hanging near the rear wall of tho 
theatre. 
“I’m making more lights in Lixer- 
pool,” said he. “ This scene is the big­ 
gest success of the whole piece.’' 
The moon was a long time a puzzle 
to the stage folk. 
Tile best they could 
do was to slice a piece out of a drop 
diagonally and set in another movable 
strip on a part of which was a moon of 
greased muslin, w ith a bright light be­ 
hind it. 
This could lie hauled up or 
lowered, according as Luna got a cue 
to rise or set, but the illusion was noth­ 
ing. 
It was too often positively ridi­ 
culous to make tho device popular 
with either manager or actor. 
All 
cursed the moon. Lately, however, the 
property mail has worked it on princi­ 
ple of the stereopticon. 
He throws an 
illuminated disc oil a transparent flat 
from liehind the scene, and thus by 
moving the lens can establish Luna in 
any quarter of the stage firmament 
and make her take any course without 
betraying her prospective orbit to the 
keen-eyed critics on the other side of 
the footlights. 
A Bowery actor travelled over the

him labially after his terrible ride. 
At 
a later day, when this deponent, from a 
coin of vantage in the second entrance, 
0. P ., detected that Mazeppa held a 
carrot under his arm, and that it was 
not love of the hero but a taste of vege­ 
tables that actuated the noble steed, he 
felt sick at heart at the rude dispelling 
of the poetry of his boyhood. 
Juliet's balcony looks real, and you 
imagine the lovely maid peering, indeed 
from a rich boudoir to moan to “the in­ 
constant moon” for her prowling lox’er. 
But viewed from the side scenes, with 
Juliet standing on a tottering lathier 
and growling at the grimy carpenter, 
who is steadying it, it is quite another 
thing. 
The railroad train lashing by w as for 
a longtimea thrilling sensation. 
Yet it 
is simply several sections of painted can­ 
vas on framework, run across the stage 
in a greased groove bv carp* ut* r«, and 
telescoping on itstdf w hen it touches the 
sidewall of tile theatre. 
The effect of scudding clouds in a 
storm at sea is only the dragging across 
the dark flat a net with guaze patches 
sewed on it, and touched up by the 
painter to resemble clouds under the 
uncertain light of the stage. 
A fog of mist has always puzzled ma­ 
chinists, and puzzles them xet. 
The 
best they can do is to hang successively 
curtains of tarletau or mosquito netting 
(gauzes they call these curtains on the 
stage) across the stage at tile different 
entrances, and raising them successively 
as the fog is supposed to disappear 
There is no illusion at all. 
It is never 
used except when absolutely necessary, 
as in “ Midsummer Night s Dream,"and 
even then is often cut out after the first 
night's trial. 
Another great stage effect is the en­ 
gulfing of a steamer at sea. 
Its dis­ 
jointed parts roll off at the wings and 
sink down traps, and the surging waves, 
in the form of a dusty piece of canvas, 
call©** 2 *©a-doth, flow or are hauled 
down to the first entrance, and agitated 
in wild billows until the curtain falls to 
uproarious applause. The lumpy nature 
of the waves and their wild rolling fill 
the audience with wonder. 
The expla­ 
nation, though, is ridiculous. Each 
wave is a super. 
Under this doth are 
from ten to twenty (according to the ex­ 
tent of the ocean) of tiles'* w retched as­ 
pirants for dramatic fame, just hump­ 
ing themselves. 
According as 
they 
hump or loaf the sea is wild and tem­ 
pestuous or smooth aud billowy. 
As 
this scene is sure to Im* encore*! two or 
three times, there is no use in asking at 
the prompter’s desk: “What are the 
wild wavi*s saying?” 
They are swear­ 
ing all the time.

now forgotten in the district may be 
found a strange combination with other 
materials. 
In the Austrian. Alps, again, 
they are more graceful, imaginative, | 
pathetic, and almost invariably strongly j 
colored by Catholicism.

Then she talked aloud xvith im­ 
aginary persons with her eyes open, 
and could not for about on hour be 
brought to attend external objects by 
any kind of violence it w as possible to 
use. 
These symptoms returned in this 
order every day for six w eeks. Tho 
conversations were consistent, ami the 
hearers could understand what she sup­ 
posed her imaginary companions had 
answered. 
Sometimes she was angry, 
again witty and vivacious, but most 
often inclined to melancholy. 
She 
sang some music accurately, and quoted 
from the English poets. 
On~e trying to 
repeat some lines from Pope she forgot a 
word, and began again; when she came 
to the word it was shouted in lier ears, 
and this to no purpose. 
Finally she 
recollected it herself. 
When she recov­ 
ered she appeared to lie greatly sur­ 
prised, and called upon her sisters as if 
in great fear. Finally she got so she 
could walk around the room w hen in 
one of these sleep-talking paroxysms, 
without touching any of the furniture, 
though her steps xvere totering and 
waxering. And afterward she drank a 
dish of tea, when the whole apparatus 
of the tea-table was set before lier, and 
said there was 
medicine put in it. 
Once she smelled of a tulie-rose that 
was in her room, and talked out aloud 
alxmt breaking it off’, but said it would 
make her sister so angry. At another 
time she heard a bell ring, aud taking 
oft' one of her shoes as aile sat upon the 
bed, she said: “I love the color black;

even this might make me a coffin.”

was over she could not remember a 
thing that had happened.

Fruit and the Cholera. 
Gardener’s Chronicle (London). 
It is to be feared that the report in­ 
dustriously circulated that the cholera 
at Toulon originated with the free eat­ 
ing on the part of some of the popula­ 
tion of unripe apricots, may lead to a 
fanatical outcry *»gainst the eating of 
fruit in any form during the present 
season. 
There is no proof that unripe 
fruit had any connection with the chol­ 
era outbreak at Toulon, and it does not 
seem certain whether the disease preva­ 
lent is of the dread Asiatic form, or is 
of the sporadic order. 
Fruit growers 
will do well to send to market only ripe 
fruit, and that which is in a perfectly 
sound state. It is not, however, so 
much from the growers that any danger 
of that kind will arise. It is rather 
from dealers who are not too careful as 
to the places in which they store their 
unsold fruit, or to the condition in which 
it may be. 
However, fruit is perhaps 
less injurious, if at all, when sound than 
many other articles of food, and rightly 
used may help to promote the public 
health rather than bring it to any dan­ 
ger.

Electric Lights. 
There are two kinds of electric lights, 
wholly different in principle, in bril­ 
liancy, in appearance and in the mode 
of use. 
A xvriter in one of the daily 
papers, explaining the difference to an 
inquiring correspondent, writes; 
The distinguishing difference, to an 
ordinary observer, between and incan­ 
descent electric lights may, I think, ba 
briefly stated th us: Arc lights burn in 
the open air, with carbon sticks or pen­ 
cils, the very points or ends of which are 
heated to a white heat and gradually 
consumed. 
Such are our street lights. 
Incandescent lights, on the contnuy 
are produced inside small glass globes 
of various shapes, from which the air 
has been exhausted. 
These lights are 
caused by the passage of electricity 
through a fine resisting -wire or thread 
(usually bent for convenience into the 
form of a horge-shoe), which is thereby 
raised into a white or incandescent heat, 
without being consumed, on account of 
the absence of air. If the air leaks in, 
the filament immediately buras up, and 
“that is the end on’t.” 
The term “arc” is an old one, adopted 
years ago, referring to the supposed 
electric spark

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ILLUSION OF THE STAGE. 


From the New York 8tar. 
With the increase of the realism on 
the stage there is also an increase of il­ 
lusions which tax the ingenuity of clever 
men behind the scenes, and often be­ 
wilder the most intelligent of the authors 
Some of these effects that occasion an 
uproar of applause, and necessitate the 
raising of the curtam repeatedly on « 
fovorite tableau, arc ridiculously simple. 
For instance, when the young hero of 
the modern melodrama plunges into the 
canvas river from the set «lock in the left 
fourth entrance, his ilisappearance is 
marked by a dash of spray uprising in 
foamy drops that glitter in the glaring 
ealcnim light the effect of this from the 
frontis thrillingly real. 
II you stood at 
the side scene, however, and saw a 
rough carjienter crouching in the trap 
l>elun«l the set water with a handful of 
salt, ready to throw it up after the hero 
has landed on the mattress placed to re­ 
ceive him, you wouldn’t feel so enthusi­ 
astic. The inclination would be rather 
to laugh than to cheer. 
For some time even ol«l stagers were 
puzzled by an allusion in one of the 
French operas as played by Aimee last 
season. 
In one of the comic scenes 
w hile the come«lrnne, disguised as a 
waitress, w*as jxiuring out tea at table 
on the scene, she poured it inadvertently 
down the neck of the dignified comedy 
character of the play. It seemed a 
boiling liquid that came from the ves­ 
sel—even the steam seemed to issue from 
it—and yet the actor submitted to the 
scalding every niglit and showed nojevil 
«'fleets the next day. 
At last it trans­ 
pired that the French property man 
filled the teapot with a very fine saw 
«liuit, which ran out smoothly like a liq­ 
uid, a dust of its finer particles at the 
same time rising from the spout like 
steam. 
With the footlights between, 
the illusion w as complete. 
In nothing has the property man im­ 
proved so much of late years as in the 
quality an«l effectiveness of stage light­ 
ning. Only three or four years ago the 
old metho«i was adhered to. 
A torch 
w ith a flame surroumled by a tin box 
perforated with fine openings, and the 
l»ox filled with powdered risiu, did «luty 
for this effect. 
The prompter gave a 
shake of this torch, the powdered resin 
escape«l in small quantity andflired up. 
This was the nearest the stage eonhl 
come to counterfeiting the artillery of 
Jove. 
Now a oalcuiui (or better, an el­ 
ectric^ light is completely masked in 
the wings. 
When the cue is given for 
the lightning the light is unmasked for 
a second and the rays allowed to flash 
on to the stage through a lens of green­ 
ish glass. 
The effect of a blinding flash 
of lightniug is perfect. And yet so sim­ 
ple? Yes; and it is the simplest things 
on the stage that gain the greatest suc­ 
cess. 
A favorite scenic effect is an illumin­ 
ated city in the distance by night. The 
audience xvill always go wild over this— 
yet the effect is produced by merely 
cutting holes in a dark <lrop and keep 
the gas at the back of it at full head, 
while the burners in front of the scene 
are reduced to a blue glimmer. 
The 
illusion was taken out of this scene for 
the w nter, who one evening at 6 o'clock 
called at a city theatre to have an in­ 
terview- with the manager, and finding 
him on the stage hacking holes with 
his p«»n-knife in a bLv': daubed can­ 
vass hanging near the rear wall of tho 
theatre. 
“ I’m making more lights in Liver­ 
pool," said he. “ This scene is the big­ 
gest success of the whole piece.” 
The moon w as a long time a puzzle 
to the stage folk. 
The best they could 
do was to slice a piece out of a drop 
diagonally and set in another movable 
‘-trip on a part of which was a moon of 
grease«l muslin, with a bright light be­ 
hind it. 
This could l>e hauled up or 
lowered, according as Luna got a cue 
to rise or set, but the illusion was noth­ 
ing. 
It was too often positively ridi­ 
culous to make tho device popular 
with either manager or actor. 
All 
cursed the moon. Lately, however, the 
property man has worked it on princi­ 
ple of the stereopticon. 
He throw s an 
illuminated disc on a transparent flat 
from behind the scene, and thus by 
moving the lens can establish Luna in 
any quarter of the stage firmament 
and make her take any course without 
betraying her prospective orbit to the 
keen-eved critics on the other side of 
the footlights. 
A Bowery actor travelled over the 
several years playing a 
had no attraction but the 
hero l>eing hanged by a 
was put around his 


carrot under his arm, and that it was 
not love of the hero but a taste of vege­ 
tables that actuated the noble steed, he 
felt sick at heart at the rude dispelling 
of the poetry of his boyhood. 
Juliet's balcony looks real, an«l you 
imagine the lovely maid peering, indeed 
from a rich boudoir to moan to “the in­ 
constant moon” for her prowling lo\rer. 
But viewed from the side-scenes, with 
Juliet standing on a to tter in g lad<ler 
an«l growling at the grimy carpenter, 
who is steadying it, it is quite another 
thing. 
The railroad train rushing by w as for 
a longtimea thrilling sensation. 
Yet it 
is simply several sections of painted can­ 
vas on framework, run across the stage 
in a greased groove by caiqienftet», anil 
telescoping on its«*lf when it touches the 
sidewall of the theatre. 
The effect of scudding clouds in a 
storm at sea is only the dragging across 
the dark flat a net with gu&ze patch«*s 
sewed on it, an«l touched up bv the 
painter to resemblo clouds under the 
uncertain light of the stage. 
A fog of mist has always puzzled ma­ 
chinists, and puzzles them xet. 
The 
ficst they can do is to hang successively 
curtains of tarletau or mosquito netting 
(gauzes they call these curtains on the 
stage) across the stage at the different 
entrances, and raising them successively 
as the fog is supposed to disappear 
There is no illusion at all. 
It is never 
used exempt when absolutely necessary, 
as in “ Midsummer Night's Dream.” and 
even then is often cut out after the first 
night's trial. 
Another great stage effect is the en­ 
gulfing of a steamer at sea. 
Its dis­ 
jointed parts roll off at the wings and 
sink down traps, an«l the surging waves, 
in the form of a dusty piece of canvas, 
«•alle<* w *ea-cloth, flow or are hauled 
down to the first entrance, and agitated 
in w ild billows until th«i curtain falls to 
uproarious applause. The lumpy nature 
of the waves and their wild rolling fill 
the audience with wonder. 
Tho expla­ 
nation, though, is ridiculous. Each 
wave is a super. 
Under this cloth are 
from ten te twenty (according to the ex­ 
tent of tb«* oceani of these w retched as­ 
pirants for dramatú* fame, just hump­ 
ing themselves. 
According as 
they 
hump or loaf the s**a is w il«l and tem­ 
pestuous or smooth an«l billowy. 
As 
this scene is sure to lie encored two or 
three times, there is no use in asking at 
the prompter’s desk; “What are the 
wild wave's saying?” They are swear­ 
ing all the time.

Some Striking Instances of Somnam bul­ 
ism and Sleep-talking. 
From th« Cincinnati Enquirer. 
Sleep-talking is one of the most mar­ 
velous curiosities of sleep. It is some­ 
times connected with somnambulism 
but more frequently manifested alone, 
and after speaking to a somnambulist 
once awakens him, and. if in a perilous 
]M»sition results fatally. 
Dr. Binns tells 
of a youug man age«i 18, of robust con­ 
stitution, who went to feyria from a 
town on the Black Sea to pursue his 
studies at the gymnasium. 
After fall­ 
ing asleep lie w ould arise and utter most 
remarkable declamations. 
Sometimes 
he recite«Uong speeches from Xenophon 
with perfect accuracy, though when 
awake he could only rememlxre a few- 
lines. 
One night he wrote the theme 
he had to deliver the next day. 
In the 
morning, having overslept himself, he 
was vexed at not having prepare«l him­ 
self for his sutor, and wondered much 
when he discovered the theme complet­ 
ed an«l lying on the table before him. 
The Archbishop of Bordeaux speaks 
of a subj«x*t w ho asked for a glass of 
brandy to warm him. 
As there was 
none at hand they gave him w ater, but 
he at once detected the cheat an«l again 
demanded brandy. 
He was given a 
glass of strong liquor, seemed refreshed 
and lay down without waking. 
There 
is a most remarkable case related of a 
young American la«ly who preached dur­ 
ing her sleep, performing regularly 
every part of the Presbyterian service, 
from the Psalms to the benediction, 
felie was the daughter of wealthy au«l 
resj»eotable parents, 
felie fell into ba<l 
health, and under its influence disturbed 
her family by her nocturnal eloquence. 
Her unhappy parents, at first surprised 
an«l perhaps flattere«l by the exhibition 
of so extraordinary a gift in their family, 
finally concluded it was the result of 
disease, an«l, thinking that a change of 
scene would improve her, visited New 
Y’ork and other great cities of the Union, 
fehe would preach at night on board 
steamlioats; an«l at tea-parties she was 
put into an adjoining room in order that 
the guests could witness her extraordin­ 
ary performances. 
Her sermons, al­ 
though they had the appearance of con­ 
nected discourses, consisted principally 
of a jumble of texts. 
Darwin relates a most wonderful 
case of somnambulism and sleep-talk­ 
ing combined. 
It was that of a young 
lady about seventeen, w ho suddenly be­ 
came seized with convulsions of all the 
muscles of her body, then she ma<le 
great efforts to vomit, violent hiccoughs, 
and in about an hour she was seized 
with a violent spasm. 
In half an hour 
these ceased and the sleep suddenly 
l>egan, and was observable from the 
look of her eyes, which were all atten­ 
tion. 
Then she talked aloud with im­ 
aginary persons with her eyes open, 
and could not for about on hour be 
brought to attend external oYijects i>y 
any kind of violence it was possible to 
use. 
These symptoms returned in this 
order every day for six weeks. Tho 
conversations were consistent, and the 
hearers could understand what she sup­ 
posed her imaginary companions had 
answered. 
Sometimes she was angry, 
again witty and vivacious, but most 
often inclined to melancholy. 
fehe 
sang some music accurately, and quoted 
from the English poets. 
On~e trying to 
repeat some lines fram Pope she forgot a 
word, and began again; when she came 
to the word it was shouted in her ears, 
and this to no purpose. 
Finally she 
r«?collected it herself. 
When she recov­ 
ered she appeared to l>e greatly sur­ 
prised, and called upon her sisters as if 
in great fear. Finally she got so she 
could w alk around the room when in 
one of these sleep-talking paroxysms, 
without touching any of the furniture, 
though her steps were totering and 
wavering. And afterward she drank a 
dish of tea, when the whole apparatus 
of the tea-table was set before her, and 
said there was 
medicine put in it. 
Once she smelled of a tulie-rose that 
was in her room, ami talked out aloud 
alxnit breaking it off, but said it would 
make her sister so angry. At another 
time she heard a bell ring, aud taking 
oft' one of her shoes as ahe sat upon the 
bed, she said: “I love the color black; 
a little wider and a little longer, and 
even this might make me a eoffin.” 
Yet she was not sensible that any per­ 
son was about her. 
When her paroxysm 
was over she could not remember a 
thing that had happened.

Though Germany has been moro fully 
explored in this direction than almost 
any other country, it still possesses pe­ 
culiar attractions for the collector.

peasantry in the center and south are 
more easily accessable than English 
farm laborers, an I their minds are more 
richly stored with the wisdom and fool­ 
ishness of the past. Not that they are 
more supersticious; the ancient rite has 
become a mere game and the charm is a 
jest; the old story is told oftener than 
not with an incredulous smile; but even 
the middle-aged are not afraid that you 
will laugh at them for talking about 
such matters, and the aged love to dwell 
upon them, together with the other 
memories of their youth. Every distrmi 
too, has its ow n peculiar character. 
In 
East Friesland the legends are dark, 
stern, at times tragic; even when heath­ 
en in their origin, they have been re- 
modeled by the spirit of a firm Protest­ 
ant faith. 
In Central Germany they 
are brighter and more humorous, occa­ 
sionally more grotesque; the deepest 
note they touch is a certain pensive ten­ 
derness, and hardly a trace of Christian­ 
ity is to l>e fouml among them, though 
here and there the memory of a saint 
now forgotten in the district may be 
found a strange combination with other 
materials.

The men are «trilled “six times 
a month with the sealing ladder, when 
they also tire three volleys with the 
matchlock; six times they wrestle and 
perform feats of horsemanship, one 
rider leaping on the back of another’s 
horse, put at a eallop, while the rider 
of the latter similarly exchange his seat 
at the same moment. 
While mounted 
they likewise fire three rounds with the 
matchlock, shoot three flights of arrows, 
and attack and defend with the sword 
and iron whip and flail. 
* * * They 
have, besides, six trials monthly in 
liorsi1 and foot archery, and twice a year, 
for twelve days at a time, practice at a 
mark with a matchlock; each marks­ 
man takes five shots each day. and is 
rewarded or punished according as his ; 
varied success places him in one of the! 
three classes of proficiency.” This is 
the kind of military exercise w hich j 
particularly delights the Chinese mind. 
Such exhibitions of agility as somer­ 
saults and leaps are to their thinking, 
inexpressibly terrifying to the enemy, 
and when accompanied by shouts and 
cries cannot fail, they consider, to 
spread dismay in the opposing ranks. 
The “shout of battle” has, through all 
time, been recognized as a powder in the 
fight; but the “buxom valor” “whose 
grace is only in the heels, ” w hich is 
displayed by Chinese soldiers, can only 
inspire contempt among any troops 
but such as are even on a lower level of 
inefficiency than Chinese warriors. 
As 
Corporal Trim says, “one good thrust 
with the bayonet is worth them all.”—

Fruit and the Cholera. 
Gardener’s Chronicle (London). 
It is to be feared that the report in­ 
dustriously circulated that the cholera 
at Toulon originated with the free eat­ 
ing on the part of some of the popula­ 
tion of unripe apricots, may lead to a 
fanatical outcry -against the eating of 
fruit in any form during the present 
season. 
There is no proof that unripe 
fruit had any connection with the chol­ 
era outbreak at Toulon, and it does not 
seem certain whether the disease preva­ 
lent is of the dread Asiatic form, or is 
of the sporadic order. 
Fruit growers 
will do well to send to market only ripe 
fruit, and that which is in a perfectly 
sound state. It is not, however, so 
mnch from the growers that any danger 
of that kind will arise. It is rather 
from dealers who are not too careful as 
to the places in which they store their 
unsold fruit, orto the condition in which 
it may be. 
However, fruit is perhaps 
less injurious, if at all, when sound than 
many other articles of food, and rightly 
used may help to promote the public 
health rather than bring it to any dan­ 
ger.

Electric Lights. 
There are two kinds of electric lights, 
wholly different in principle, in bril­ 
liancy, in appearance and in the mode 
of use. 
A writer in one of the daily 
papers, explaining the difference to an 
inquiring correspondent, writes: 
The distinguishing difference, to an 
ordinary observer, between and incan­ 
descent electric lights may, I think, be 
briefly stated thus: Arc lights burn in 
the open air, with carbon sticks or pen­ 
cils, the very points or ends of which are 
heated to a white heat and gradually 
consumed. 
Such are our street lights. 
Incandescent lights, on the contrary, 
are produced inside small glass globes 
of various shapes, from which the air 
has been exhausted. 
These lights are 
caused by the passage of electricity 
through a fine resisting wire or thread 
(usually bent for convenience into the 
form of a horse-shoe), which is thereby 
raised into a white or incandescent heat, 
without being consumed, on account oí 
the absence of air. If the air leaks in, 
the filament immediately burns up, and 
“that is the end on’t ” 
The term “arc” is an old one, adopte*! 
years ago, referring to the supposed 
shape of an electric spark in passing 
from one carbon point to the other.

Is He Cullty. 
Bridge Watchman Cross arrested Hon. 
G. G. Hartley on Monday for driving on 
the wagon bridge faster than a walk, 
and Mr. II. was brought before the po­ 
lice court, plead not guilty and demanded 
a jury trial w'hich was set for Thursday. 
George Holland appeared for the county 
and Mr. Hartley plead his own cause. 
The jury impaneled was as follows: C. 
II. Conklin, J. 8. Church, S. Walker, 
Harry Brooks, E. O. Webb, F. M. t’able, 
J. McElroy, L. J. Calc, C. M. Patek, H. 
Rosenblatt, Win. Dresskel! and John 
Ort. 
Three or four witnesses weie brought 
onto the stand who testified that the de­ 
fendant did on the day mentioned drive 
on the bridge, or what is generally term 
ed the approach to the bridge, faster than 
a walk. Mr. Hartley’s only witness being 
the contractor who built the structure by 
whom lie desired to prove that it would 
not damage it one cent’s worth to 
trot across it, but the court would 
not admit tbc evidence claiming that it 
was not pertinent. Mr. Hartley then de­ 
livered hi* maiden speech to the jury in 
which he claimed that the approach to 
the bridge, on which lie admitted that 
he drove faster than a walk, did not come 
under the law as it was not the bridge 
proper, and even if it was that it did not 
hurt it one ten t’s worth He also claimed 
that if this fine business was carried out 
as it had been commenced, that it would 
soon be the cause of driving trade from 
the citr and that the streets would soon 
makegood pasture, as the grass would 
surely grow therein. He also thought it 
a disgrace to be arrested by a man whose 
grocery bill was not paid which of course 
had no bearing on tire case, but which 
the jury listened to patiently. After he 
had fully spoken las mind on the 
case, Mr. G, W. Holland addressed the 
jury in behalf of the county in which lie 
charged them to find a verdict in accord­ 
ance to law and testimony given, and 
which was as plain as the nose on a man’s 
face, lie told them that as Mr. Hartley 
liad admitted lie did drive faster than a 
walk on the so-called approach there was 
no possible way for him to evade the 
penally which had been fixed by the 
state in so many words, and because it 
was a man who held high h mors and was 
a prominent citizen it was no reason why 
he should not lie dealt with accoidingly. 
The case went to the jury and they stay­ 
ed out two or three hours, but could not 
agree, standing six for acquittal and six 
for conviction, anda new trial was called 
at 5 o'clock, the jury thi* time being H. 
E. Ireland, J. A. McColl, Ed flazen, H. 
Metzger, A. L. Nutting, Peter Ort, T 
W ilson, D. F, Sexton, J. Bubar, H. Gross 
C. V. Wadliam and J Frost. The same 
proceedings were gone over with and the 
jury stayed out until II o’clock, anil 
could not agree and the care was ad­ 
journed until 9 o'clock this morning to 
be tried before a new jury. 
L atkr.—Since the above w as iu type 
the following jury was summoned who 
brought in a verdict of “Not Guilt}*.”

There can be no doubt in regard to the 
offense having Ireeu committed, as the 
law is very precise in its legal definition 
of a bridge, the «tick seeming to he main­ 
ly that in the opinion of the defendant 
it docs not damage the bridge to trot 
across it, and thatC. Cross the bridge- 
man owes grocery hills and does not have 
the respect of several of the citizen* but 
this should have nothing todo with the 
question as to the guilt of the party. If 
we violate the law we expect to abide by 
the rc-ults, and if G. G. Hartley, Gener­ 
al Grant or George Washington drives 
over the bridge in opposition to laws that 
have been made by the state, they should 
he dealt with accordingly.

The bridge caso has been the most 
laughable thing on the docket for some 
time.

The Dairymen’s Association. 
The Northwestern Dairymen’s associa­ 
tion met for the second time on Monday 
evening, Aug. 4, at the Commercial hotel, 
for the purpose of perfecting the organiz­ 
ation and transacting other necessary 
business. The association will meet reg­ 
ularly on the first Monday of each month, 
and all dairymen in Cass and Crow W ing 
counties, who arc interested in the ad­ 
vancement of stock interests, are request­ 
ed to send their names and one dollar to 
the secretary and become members. The 
following is part of the by-laws of the 
association: 
“ Each member shall be subject to 
whatever assessments arc necessary to 
defray the expenses of the association. 
Each member shall report to the secre­ 
tary all doubtful milk customers, and the 
secretary shall report the same to all 
mem Irers. 
No member shall take a delinquent 
milk customer from another member 
without mutual agreement between both 
members. 
The association shall do business on a 
cash basis as near as possible. 
The association request a frequent in­ 
spection of milk by proper authorities. 
The advantage of getting onto a cash 
basis can be better appreciated by those 
who heretofore have done a credit busi­ 
ness. 
A milkman's business may be 
large in the aggregate, but it is made up 
of small amounts which, if not collected, 
will ruin the business. 
W e have not combined to impose high 
prices on the public, for we can better 
afford to furnish milk at a low rate with 
cash in hand than to rell for high price* 
on credit, but we have combined against 
all dead beats who make a practice of 
running a bill and then leave to do the 
same with another firm without paying 
up. 
All present were in favor of purchas­ 
ing as soon a* practicable some blooded 
stock, and giving each member the advan­ 
tage of the same. From the foregoing it 
will be readily seen that all stock raisers 
in the two counties will l>e benefitted by 
becoming members of the association.

Boys a n i Mouse W ork. 
Rural New Yorker; It ha# long been 
a theory of mine that men would make 
better husbands than the majority of 
them do, if they had been taught the 
rudiments, at least, of house-work. 
Some might reply aa a bright boy did, 
who differed with me on this subject: 
“Do you want your daughter to do a 
man’s work ? To go into the stable and 
harness up horses and all such work?” 
“No,” I replied, “I do not want her 
to have it to do, but I want her to know 
how to do it, in case of an emergency.” 
I am always provoked to see a great, 
lazy boy, read, play, or sit around idle, 
while his mother and sisters make mend 
and darn for him. 
And bis mother I 
feel out of patience with. 
I have seen 
gills of a family, who were attending 
school along with their brothers, were 
obliged by their mother’s rule to make 
theit own and their brother’s beds be­ 
fore going to school, and to do thoir 
own mending and darning, and that of 
their brother’s beside. 
This would 
have been all right if the boys had been 
at something equally useful, but no, 
they were out-of-doors, playing ball, or 
something similar, on Saturdays, and 
in the mornings looking over their les­ 
sons, or “bothering around” until school- 
time. 
It is not just, but there are few 
families in which there are boys and 
girls, that the girls don’t get imposed 
upon in some such way. 
I know of a man who, when he was 
growing up, was taught by his mother 
not only to darn, but to make bread, 
which requires strong hands to make 
good; to wash dishes, never forgetting 
to rinse them in hot water, and in fact 
to keep the house as neat as mother did, 
and as careful about keeping out the 
flies. 
Yes, and two others, who, iii ease of 
sickness, 
company, or the wife’s al»- 
sence, proved themselves as “ handy 
as a girl !** about the house, and a great 
deal more so than *sorae hired girls. 
They had no experience in such work 
previous to their marriage, but they 
were men quick to catch an idea, and 
like to lie useful on all occasions. 
I also know a young woman, a far­ 
mer’s wife, who has never, during her 
married life, I teen away from home for 
more than a day at a time, because her 
husband and the boys “would starve to 
death.” 
She had no daughters, and 
her sons scorn to learn “girls work.” 
And when, as it sometimes happens, 
the poor woman gets flat dn her back, 
father and sons are helpless, and must 
run for some neighbor. 
She often 
says: “Oh! if I had only made my 
boys learn house-work while they were 
small, how much it would have saved 
me.” 


pays to look after the comfort of tile 
teams! 
There can be no reason why orchard 
grass should die out of the land while 
clover does well excepting that the clov­ 
er overpowers the grass by its superior 
vigor. 
This may be causal by an excess 
of potash and lime in the soil derived 
from liberal dressing of ashes, which 
encourages the clover to the injury of 
the orchard grass. In time the reverse 
will take place, and the clover will die 
out, giving the orchard grass a better 
chance. 
Orchard grass once well es­ 
tablished will remain for a great many 
years—20 or 40 or more—in the soil, 
and generally it does well on dry soils, 
although it grows vigorously even on 
moist, swampy meadows. 
Mr. P. C. Reynolds, of The Anteri 
can Rural Home, seconds Piofessor 
Blount’s suggestion in reference to Im ­ 
provement of Seed Wheat, not all at 
once enough for fifty or one hundred 
acres, but: 
“ Every farmer can walk 
over his wheat field before harvesting 
and select a few of tile strongest stools, 
and from those stools he can select tho 
largest, most productive heads. 
The 
grains from these heads, planted on 
rich soil and well cultivated, would 
probably produce stronger wheat than 
the average of the field from which the 
original heads were plucked, and in 
this 
way 
seed-nurseries 
could be 
formed. ” 


Im provem ent Contagions. 
Let a man begin a work really ad­ 
vantageous, and the good sense of neigh­ 
bors will see it.

front fence, paint his house or arbor, 
clear his back yard, or dispose of old 
rubbish, hoop skirts and tin cans, and 
people are not slow in noting tho im­ 
provement.

The Oleander. 
In its native state the Oleander is a 
riverside plant, and as such likes good 
living, being bora to mud, water and 
warmth. 
As the shoots made in one 
season flower the next if well ripened, 
it is always desirable to get a strong 
growth on the plants as early as practi­ 
cable. 
Therefore, 
they should from 
the early spring be given a warm, light 
place in which to grow, and receive lib­ 
eral supplies of weak, liquid manure. 
An excellent way to summer small sized j P* 
plants is to set them in a rich flowerbed 
or border until about Octol>er I, when

Solomon's Stables. 


A correspondent thus describes one of 
the most famous of the ruined monu­ 
ments of the greatness of Jerusalem : 
Descending a flight of stone steps, we 
found ourselves in a most wonderful 
series of underground vaults. 
These 
vaults evidently boasted of antiquity of 
centuries anterior to the Christian era, 
and yet were marvelously well pre­ 
served. 
In some places the rubbish was 
so deep that we w^re within ten feet of 
the arched roofs, aud again it was at 
least forty feet to tho roof, showing the 
real altitude of the supporting piers. 
We wandered hither and thither by the 
aid of candles, sometimes in stygian 
darkness on the brows of greedy chasms, 
and then again in broad daylight. 
I 
suppose these magnificent vaults reach 
over acres of ground, and perhaps 
honeycomb 
the 
whole 
mountain. 
Doubtless, further investigation would 
bring to light discoveries of great inter­ 
est. 
I measured one of the stones, and 
found it to be just sixty feet long and 
perhaps four feet square. 
Without much thought, Iincline to the 
belief that these really were Solomon’s 
stables, and therefore among the wan­ 
ders which this queen of Sheba insjtect- 
ed. 
I reason this out on very simple 
grounds. 
Solomon certainly had some 
magnificent establishment of this sort, 
for we read in the twenty-sixth verse of 
the fourth chapter of First Kings that 
he “had 40,000 stalls of horses for his 
chariots and 12,000 horsemen.” The 
Jewish bevels on the stones throw these 
vaults back to a very remote past. 
These two facts dovetail together well. 
Besides that, Josephus speaks of vast 
subterranean vaults of the temple, in 
which people hid themselves at the time 
of the investment of the city by Titus.

Crops of D akota. 
James Boyne?, statistical agent of Dakota, 
has prepared his report on crops, and sent it 
to Washington. 
The following is a synopsis: 
Wheat harvest in South Dakota is well under 
way, and while fanners are straining the capac­ 
ity of selfbinders, they are yet unable to com­ 
plete work before past ripe grain wastes by 
scattering. 
Wheat will be in shock in a few 
days. 
Stacking has already commenced. Tho 
yield will evidently be better, but not so great 
proportionately, i*er acre; but onlv threshing 
will determine’the exact status of tho yield la 
North Dakota harvest is just commeiiciug in 
some localities, while in others it will not be­ 
gin for a week. 
Some fields will make 35 
bushels per acre, but the most onlv 15 to 18. 
The only great danger is the ruthless pelting 
of hailstones. Grant county reports the prev­ 
alence of smut in soft wheat 
Hand coun­ 
ty reports some blighted wheat. 
The acreage 
is placed at 1,600,000 acres, and promisee 
about 16 bushels to the acre, which is equiva­ 
lent to 25,600,000 bushels of a better quality of 
grain than last year. 


About F e ath e r P illow s. 
Many a housewife is deterred from 
making satisfactory and needed changes 
in pillows from the fact that it is al­ 
most impossible to do anything with 
feathers without losing and scattering 
them, 
lf this plan is pursued she need 
have no further trouble: 
Suppose that 
she wishes to increase the size of a pair 
o f pillows by adding the contents of a 
third pillow to them ; divide the pillow' 
in two parts by tieing a string tightly 
through the center, then rip about a 
quarter of a yard at the end, and lip 
the same length at the end of the pil­ 
low that you w ish to increase, then join 
these t wo cases and sew I hem together; 
by so doing yon can shake the feathers 
into the cAse without scattering them 
at all. 
When they are out of the small 
case, rip the seam and sew the case firm 
ly. 
In buying ticking it is always well 
to buy the best; you will save a great 
deal of time and energy if the ticking is 
so firm and closely woven that feathers 
do not find their way out to blow about 
the room.—N. Y. Post. *

Farm er’s Short Motes. 
The Lake Voorhees cattle ranch m 
Wyoming territory comprises 1,000,000 
acres of land, and one pasture of 40,- 
000 acres is inclosed by a single wire 
fence. 
It will easily accommodate 75,- 
000 cattle. 


In small gardens tomatoesshould never 
be allowed to lie on the ground. 
Sup­ 
ports in the way of horizontal wires or 
slates fastened to upright posts pay for 
the trouble they cost. 
The fruit will 
be earlier, more plentiful and so much 
nicer if kept up out of the dirt. 


The best development of size in pota­ 
toes gained in experiments in cutting 
potato seed at the Ohio agricultural 
station was obtained on plots where 
seed was cut to one and two eyes, and 
w’here the ordinary cut (four and five 
eyes to the piece) was planted fifteen to 
eighteen acres between hills. 
There 
was no appreciable difference in the size 
of the potatoes where whole small po­ 
tatoes were used.

was gained where the half of a wdiole 
potato was employed as seed. 
If you were to work hard in this hot 
sun a whole half day without water, 
wouldn’t 
you suffer 
greatly?

them a drink in the middle of each half 
day; a barrel filled and drawn to the 
field will last one pair of horses for sev­ 
eral days.

Adaptation to Climate. 
The celebrated physician, Boerhaave, 
l>elieved that no being breathing with 
lungs, could live in an atmosphere hav­ 
ing as high a temperature as that of 
the blood. 
According to this dictum, 
one ought to die at a temperature of IOO 
(leg., but Banks enjoyed good health on 
the Senegal w hen the thermometer rose 
in his cabin to above 1*20 (leg. and 130 
deg. 
Men live on the southwest w ast 
of Africa, and in other hot regions, 
where the heat of the sand under their 
feet reaches 140 or 150 deg. 
Men in 
deep mining shafts and under diving- 
bells are able to support an atmos­ 
pheric pressure of 30,000 kilogrammes 
as well as a pressure of only 8,000 
kilogrammes on the highest mountains. 
Cassini thought that no animal could 
live at a greater height than 4,700 me­ 
tres, or 15,000 feet; but tliei*e are sev­ 
eral inhabited places situated at a still 
greater height, as, for instance, Gartok, 
in the 
Himalayas. 
Alexander von 
Humboldt ascended to Chimborazo to a 
height of nearly 0,000 metres, or 19,280 
feet, without suffering any harm. 
The 
pressure of the atmosphere is so light 
at such elevations that, as Humboldt 
was assured, wild animals when driven 
up to them bleed at the mouth and 
nose. 
Only the dog is able to follow 
man as far and as high as he eau go; 
but this animal, too, loses his acute 
smell in Congo and Syria, and the 
power of barking in Surinam and at 
great heights; and the finer breeds of 
dogs cannot long endure the conditions 
of a height of more than 3,760 metres, 
or 1*2,500 feet, while there are towns in 
the Andes at as great a height as 13,500 
or 14,000 feet.—Dr. A. Berghaus, in 
Popular Science Monthly.

The writer 
was introduced to Gen. Greely by Secretary 
Chandler, and the former at once said he de­

tails through official reports. 
When asked as 
to his health, the lieutenant started he felt 
comparative well in all respect* excepting that

Homo, wife, mother an 1 honor in on * day giv 
en to a man who a few days ago was on the 
brink of tho grave, is as much as m >rtai could 
desire. 
The lieutenant looked very happy in ­ 
deed. 
He sat with his wife on ono side and 
his mother on the other. 
His face is consider­ 
ably bloated, his cheeks are* looking of a health- 
» r color. 
He stood erect as ever, but is not 
allowed to remain on his feet long at a time. 
After a brief talk with Lieut Greelv, ¡Secretary 
('handler was conducted to the deck where the 
crew of the Thetis wa* drawn up in hue, 
A 
hardy looking set of men they were, rough and 
brave looking. 
A great number of invited 
gureta, including many distinguished persons 
and families of naval officers, were carried by 
naval stearm launches to the flagship T en- 
uesseo, on the quarter deck of which the chief 
remonies were held 
At about 2 o'clock the 
Alliance rounded tho foot of the point and 
came to anchor some distance a*tern the 
Tennessee. The Thetis followed fifteen min­ 
utes later and anchored abreast the Alliance. 
As the Thetis’ anchors went overboard, the 
guards on all the ships in the harbor were 
manned, flags run to the masthead and three 
rousing cheers given. 
Then the band struck 
up. 
HOME AGAIN,” 
and among the assembled guest* few there 
were whose ey s were not bedimmed with 
tears. 
It was an effecting scene, and many 
sturdy and bronzed men of-warsman 
were 
seen to brush the tears away with their coat- 
sloevea 
Ten minutes after the Thetis had an­ 
chored, the Bear rounded the point, and soon 
came to anchor in the wake of the Thetis. 
Again the yards were manned and again the 
gallant seamen gave three cheers, which were 
repeated when 
the Alert 
steamed slowly I 
around and dropped anchor abreast of the 
Bear. 
Secretary Chandler was standiug on 
the quarter-deck to receive tho commanding 
officers of the relief squadron, and within 
half an hour after coming to anchor the 
officers were standing on the deck of the flag- j 
ship. 
It was remarked at the tune that not 
a single gun had been fired in honor of the ar­ 
rival of the squadron and Lieut Greely, and 
the quietness of the demonstration was much 
commented on. 
To avoid publicity as much 
as possible Secretary Chandler arranged to re­ 
ceive the oommanders of the relief ships in 
the after cabins. 
Acting Admiral Luce es­ 
corted them to the presence of the secretary of 
the navy as 
COMMANDER SCHLEY 
stepped into the cabin he was greeted by 
Secretary Chandler, who clasped his hand 
with fervor, and passing one arm around 
his shoulder, said in a voice almost smoth­ 
ered with emotion: 
“I am glad to welcome 
you home.” 
Commander Coffin, of the Alert, 
was next introduced, 
and in answer to a j 
query of Chandler, said: “ I was never in bet­ 
ter health in my life. 
It seems to have agreed 
with us. 
Lieut. Emery, of the Bear, wa* next 
ushered into the secretary's presence, and re­ 
ceived a cordial welcome from representatives 
of the navy departm ent 
After brief and in­ 
formal conversations between Commander 
Schley and Secretary Chandler, the former 
looked anxiously around the cabin, and grad­ 
ually his countenance became overcast with 
gloom 
Surgeon General Gunnell noticing 
this look of disappointment, stepped forward, 
saying: 
“ Your wife is in yonder state room, 
captain.’’ 
With a bound the commander 
reached the presence of his wife and daughter. 
After half an hour s{>ent in conversation and 
general handshaking, the commanding of­ 
ficers el the relief ships returned on board their 
respective vessels. Many wrere the appeals made 
by all classes of people*to Chandler to permit 
them to go on board the Thetis to catch 
a 
glimpse of the Arctic hero, Greely, but these 
requests were invariably refused. 
Mrs. Gree­ 
ly, wife of the explorer, had reached Ports­ 
mouth on an early train this afternoon and at 
once conveyed to the flag ship, reaching there 
about three o'clock. 
After the commanding 
officers had all gone hack to their ships Mrs. 
. Greeley was put on board of the secretary s 
barge. ’ 
COMMENDED THE CREW. 
The secretary stepped up to the crew and 
said: 
My men, your commander tells me you have 
done your duty nobly and that you have lieen 
a '.-ilit t> ttn 'navy * and th** country appre 
riate your service, and on liehalf of the navy 
department 1 desire to thank you. 
After cordially embracing Sergeants Long 
and Fredericks and tho other two survivor* of 
the Greely expedition, the secretary was con­ 
veyed to the Alert, where he paid his respects 
to Commander Coffin and inspected the crew. 
He aiso addressed the crew of the Alert in alnrnt 
the same words as the crew of the Thetis. 
The 
secretary next 
went on board the 
Bear, 
where lié and Lieut Emory had an informal 
conversation. 
As secretary Chandler stood in­ 
specting the crew of the Bear, who were drawn 
up before him, a dozen genuine Esquimaux 
dogs rushed out of the cabin, leaping and fro­ 
licking around the seamen.

Crops of Dakota. 
James Boynos, statistical agent of Dakota, 
has prepared his report on crops, and sent it 
to Washington. 
The following is a synopsis: , 
Wheat harvest iu Houth Dakota is well under 
way, and while farmers are straining the capac­ 
ity of selfbinders, they are yet unable to com- ! 
plete work before past npe grain wastes by 
scattering. 
Wheat will be iu shock in a few 
days. 
Stacking has already commenced. Tho 
yield will evidently be letter, but not so great 
proportionately, |¿ r acre; but onlv threshing ! 
will determine the exact status of the yield Iu 
North Dakota harvest is just commencing iu 
some localities, while in others it will not be­ 
gin for a week. 
Some fields will make 35 
bushels per acre, but tho most onlv 15 to 18. 
The only great danger is the ruthless pelting 
of hailstones. Grant countv reports the prev­ 
alence of smut in soft wheat 
Hand ooun- j 
ty reports some blighted wheat 
The acreage j 
is placed at 1,600,000 acres, and promisee j 
about 16 bushels to the acre, which is equiva- j 
lent to 25,600,000 bushels of a better quality of 
grain than last year.

Raral New Yorker: It has long been 
a theory of mine that men would make 
better husbands than the majority of 
them do, if they had been taught the 
rudiments, at least, of house-work. 
Home might reply as a bright boy did, 
who diflered with me on this subject: 
“Do you want your daughter to do a 
man’s work ? To go into the stable and 
harness up horses and all such work?” 
“No,M I replied, “Id o not want her 
to have it to do, but I want her to know 
how to do it, in case of an emergency.” 
I am always provoked to see a great, 
lazy boy, read, play, or sit around idle, 
w hile his mother aud sisters make mend 
and darn for him. 
And his mother I 
feel out of patience with. 
I have seen 
girls of a family, who were attending 
school along with their brothers, were 
obliged by their mother’s rule to make 
theit own and their brother’s beds hc- 
fore going to school, and to do tlioir 
ow n mending aud darning, and that of 
their brother’s beside. 
This would 
have been all right if the bnys had been 
at something equally useful, but no, 
they were out-of-doors, playing ball, or 
something similar, on Saturdays, and 
i in the mornings looking over their les­ 
sons, or “bothering around” until school- 
time. 
It is not just, but there are few 
families in w hich there aro boys and 
! girls, that the girls don’t get imposed 
upon in some such way. 
I know of a man who, when he was 
growing up, was taught by his mother 
j not only to darn, but to make bread, 
which requires strong hands to make 
good; to wash dishes, never forgetting 
to rinse them in hot water, and in fact 
to keep the house as neat as mother did, 
and as caref»xl about keeping out the 
flies.

And when, as it sometimes happens, 
the poor woman gets flat dn her hack, 
father and sons are helpless, and must 
run for some neighbor. 
She often 
says: “Oh! if I had only made my 
boys learn house-work while they were 
small, how’ much it would have saved 
me.” 


pays to look after the comfort of the 
teams! 
There can be no reason why orchard 
grass should die out of the land while 
clover does well excepting that the clov­ 
er overpowers the grass by its superior 
vigor. 
This may be caused by an excess 
of potash and lime in the soil derived 
from liberal dressing of ashes, which 
encourages the clover to the injury of 
the orchard grass. 
In time the reverse 
will take place, and the clover will die 
out, giving the orchard grass a better 
chance. 
Orchard grass once well es­ 
tablished will remain for a great many 
years—20 or 40 or more—in the soil, 
and generally it does well on dry soils, 
although it grows vigorously even on 
moist, swampy meadows. 
Mr. P. C. Reynolds, of The Ameri 
can Rural Home, seconds Professor 
Blount’s suggestion in reference to Im ­ 
provement of Seed Wheat, not all at 
once enough for fifty or one hundred 
acres, but: 
“ Every farmer can walk 
over his wheat field before harvesting 
and select a few of the strongest stools, 
and from those stools he can select tho 
largest, most productive heads.

Im provem ent Contagious.

The Oleander. 
In its native state the Oleander is a 
riverside plant, and as such likes good 
liviug, being born to mud, w ater aud 
warmth. 
As the shoots made in one 
season flower the next if well ripened, 
it is always desirable to get a strong 
growth on the plants as early as practi­ 
cable. 
Therefore, 
they should from 
the early spring be given a warm, light 
place in which to grow, and receive lib­ 
eral supplies of weak, liquid manure. 
An excellent way to summer sm all sized 
plants is to set them in a rich flowerbed 
or border until about Octolier 1, w hen 
they must lie potted again. 
After the 
blooming season of plants in pots or 
boxes is over, some of the old soil should 
lie removed from the roots and they lie 
reset into a receptacle a little larger 
than the old one, using a ririi loam to 
fill in around the roots. 
It should lie 
well known that this handsome shrub 
possesses some poisonous principle*, 
for if the hand is cut when pruning it, a j m 
dangerous wound may result. 
Pruning 
as a rule is not necessary to the plant, 
but it may l>e well once in some rears 
apart to cut it back with a view of im­ 
proving its general shape.

Solomon’s Stables. 
A correspondent thus describes one of 
the most famous of the ruined monu­ 
ments of the greatness of Jerusalem: 
Descending a flight of stone steps, we 
found ourselves in a most wonderful 
series of underground vaults. 
These 
vaults evidently boasted of antiquity of 
centuries anterior to the Christian era, 
and yet were marvelously well pre­ 
served. 
In some places the rubbish was 
so deop that we w^re within ten feet of 
the arched roofs, aud again it was at 
least forty feet to the roof, showing the 
real altitude of the supporting piers. 
We wandered hither and thither by the 
aid of candles, sometimes in stygian 
darkness on the brows of greedy chasms, 
and then again in broad daylight. 
I 
suppose these magnificent vaults reach 
over acres of ground, and perhaps 
honeycomb 
the 
whole 
mountain. 
Doubtless, further investigation would 
bring to light discoveries of great inter - 
est. 
I measured one of tlie stones, and 
found it to be just sixty feet long and 
perhaps four feet square. 
Without much thought, I incline to the 
belief that these really were Solomon’s 
stables, and therefore among the won­ 
ders which this queen of Sheba insjiect- 
ed. 
I reason this out on very simple 
grounds. 
Solomon certainly had some 
magnificent establishment of this sort, 
for w’e read in the twenty-sixth verse of 
the fourth chapter of First Kings that 
he “had 40,000 stalls of horses for his 
chariots and 12,000 horsemen.” The 
Jewish bevels on the stones throw these 
vaults back to a very remote past. 
These two facts dovetail together well. 
Besides that, Josephus speaks of vast 
subterranean vaults of the temple, in 
which people hid themselves at the time 
of the investment of the city by Titus.

or 1*2,500 feet, while there are towns in 
the Andes at as great a height as 13,500 
or 14,000 feet.—Dr. A. Berghaus, in 
Popular Science Monthly.

ft\ THE FLVIYG TRAPEZE. 


BY MRS. M. P. HANDY. 
Signor Francesco,—the World-Re­ 
nowned Gymnast,—as the posters had 
it, in l.tters two feet long, was one of 
the chief attractions of the Grecian Gar­ 
dens, and his daring performances up­ 
on cross-bar and trapeze nightly drew 
a crowd to the popular place of amuse­ 
ment. 
As to the “world-wide renown,” 
that was an advertising license; in point 
of fact, he had never been beyond the 
limits of the United States, and his first 
And only la u re ls in the gymnastic line 
ha I been won upon the stage of the 
Grecian Gardens. 
To tell t-lie carefully-concealed truth, 
Signor Francesco led a dual existence. 
For one hour every evening, Sundays 
excepted, ho was the hero of the ring, 
—the idol of the gallery,—the rest of 
the time lie was Frank Beverly, report­ 
er on The Evening Message. 
The reason of the riddle was not far 
to seek. Poverty as a common form of 
misery, makes a man acquainted with 
strange bedfellows. 
His family were 
Virginians, dwelling on the Rappahan­ 
nock River, and for four years the tide 
of battle surged back and forth over 
their home. 
When at last the bloody 
contest was ended, and they returned 
after three years of life as refugees, 
scarcely anything was left save the land, 
and the very face of that was altered, 
piled into redoubts and seamed with 
rifle-pits, which gaped like raw wounds 
on its surface. 
Not a tree remained of all their state­ 
ly forests; the house had been burned 
to the ground, and only the dwelling ot 
the overseer, w ho had elected to stay at 
home when his employers fled, was left 
standing. 
In this they took up their 
abode, and went to work to piece tin ir 
broken fortunes as best they might. 
Slowly the fertile soil repaid their la­ 
bors; vineyards and orchards giew to 
replace those which had vanished; a 
comfortable, though far less pretentions 
house rose on the site of the old homo, 
and the wounds of the war were out­ 
wardly healed. 
Still, money was scarce, and when 
Frank, the youngest and only remain­ 
ing son, was old enough to go to col­ 
lege. the plantation was mortgaged to 
supply the necessary funds. 
The tra­ 
ditions of the family must be observed 
at any cost. 
Coining home with his dearly-bought 
diploma, Frank had no thought but to 
open the world's oyster as speedily as 
possible. 
Casting about for the fitting 
point at which to attack that obstinate 
bivalve, he bethought him of a cousin 
of his mother’s, who, emigrating to the 
West before the war, and taking the 
right side of the conflict, was now the 
prosperous editor of a Northern jour­ 
nal. 
To him Frank wrote, asking for 
a position, receiving in reply permis­ 
sion to begin at the bottom and work 
his way up, if he could.

Thus matters stood, when one even­ 
ing lio went with his fellow-journalists 
to see the performance at The (rrecian 
Gardens. 
Herr Krawisky, or some oth­ 
er man with an uuspellable nom d’etage, 
w as the star performer, and his efforts 
ere greeted with great applause, in 
which Frank’s companions joined. 
“Why don’t you clap?” they asked 
him at length. 
“I don't think he is doing anything 
remarkable,” he replied, 
“Do you?” 
Come, now, don't put on. 
Why he 
is one of the best gymnasts in the coun­ 
try ! ” 
I 
“Is he? 
Well. I mean what I say. 
I don't see that he is doing anything 
wonderful. 
I believe I could do almost 
everything we have seen lnm do to­ 
night.” 
Tell that to the marines,” said Will 
Harris of The Hue and Cry, and “Bet 
you 
ten dollars you couldn’t,” said 
George Wharton of The Daily Gong. 
Frank flushed augerly. 
“1 mean just 
what 1 say.” he repeated doggedly. 
“You may believe me or not, just as 
you choose! 1 was thought one of the 
best gymnasts at college, and we had 
some pretty good ones, too.” 
“Well, you needn't get up on your 
ear about it,—it's easy enough to show 
us what you can do, if you like,” said 
Will Harris, good - humored ly. 
“Leg- 
get will let us have the use of the stage 
after the performance is over.” 
So, when the curtain fell for the last 
time that evening, the party adjourned 
to the green-room, w h ere Harris laid 
the case before the proprietor of “The 
Gardens,” who readily accorded the 
privilege which they asked. 
Although somewhat out of practice, 
Frank was on his mettle, and went 
through the trial triumphantly, to the 
astonishment of his comrades, and the 
delight of Mr. Legget, who shook hands 
with him enthusiastically, and ottered 
him an engagomen; on tlie spot. 
“ Thank you,” Frank replied; a little 
stiffly, although lie knew that only a 
compliment was intended.

“I wouldn't do it for a hundred!” was 
the indignant answer, duly repeated to 
Legget. 
Gymnasts were at a premium just 
then, and it was difficult to secure a 
star performer.

stid Mr. Legget, “Tell him I will make 
it t\ hundred and ten.” 
When this offer reached him, Frank 
was shaken. 
A hundred and ten dol­ 
lars a week! It seemed like a fortune 
m tutu. 
Given that for six months he 


could pay the mortage,—for a year, and 
he might go home, marry Janie, and set ­ 
tle down on the old place. 
For there is a woman in the case,—a 
pretty Virginia girl to whom he was en­ 
gaged, ami who hail been his sweet­ 
heart ever since they were children.

This offer, however, seemed to open 
the door to hope. 
Still, such a door! 
A Beverly, a circus-actor! That was 
what it was in plain language,—neither 
more nor less. 
Angels and ministers 
of grace defend us! 
What would his 
lady-motlier say? And 
his father? 
Not to speak of the 
howl of horror 
which would surely lie raised by all his 
friends and relatives to the remotest de­ 
gree. 
But a hundred and ten dollars a 
week for an hour’s work every night! 
The bare thought made his head swim. 
“Give me untill to-morrow to think 
it over,” he said. 
And since “the man,” 
no less than the woman, “who hesitates 
is lost,” the next day he signed the 
contract with Leonidas Legget for the 
season. 
He made but one stipulation, 
viz., tliat his incognito should be strict­ 
ly preserved; a condition which his em­ 
ployer was perfectly willing to grant. 
Signor Francesco was a much l>etter 
figure for a programme than Frank 
Beverly, Esq. 
First families in Vir­ 
ginia meant nothing to him nor to the 
people who patronized his show.

of fool-hardiness which added fifteen 
dollars a week to his salary. 
At this point, Will Harris who regard­ 
ed him somewhat in the light of a pro­ 
tege, was moved to remonstrate at the 
reckless risk to life and limb, but Frank 
laughed at the well-meant remonstrance.

Isn’t that enough inducement? Hey, 
Miss, what do you say to that? Ha, ha, 
ha!” And Janie blushing like a rose, 
answered that the trip would be a charm­ 
ing one, and that he ami Aunt Addie 
were as good as they could l>e. 
Reaching the city, the country mer­ 
chant's first deed was to seek Frank at 
the office of the Evening Message, 
which he had no difficulty in finding. 
It was late in the afternoon, however, 
and the newsboys were crying the sixth 
edition on the streets; the local rooms 
were deserted, and the clerk in the 
counting room was unable to give Mr. 
Beverly’s address. 
“The city editor 
had it, no doubt, but he unfortunately 
happened to be out.” Thereforo all 
that he could do was to leave a note 
for 
Frank, 
a 
note which there 
was no hope would reach him until 
the next morning, and go back to his 
hotel. Janie had purposely not written 
a word of the projected trip, intending 
to take her lover by surprise, so there 
was nothing to do but wait.

steady nerves trembled; only an instant 
—but the harm was done. 
He struck 
out blindly for the swinging bar, missed 
it, and fell with a sickening thud on the 
stage below. 
Strong men groaned and 
turned their faces away shuddering; 
women shrieked, and some fainted. The 
two or three physicians in the audience 
promptly made their way behind the 
scenes, and for a few’ moments all was 
excitement and horror. 
Then the pro­ 
prietor of the Gardens came forward 
and announced that Signor Francesco 
had met with a serious but not danger­ 
ous 
accident, the band , struck up 
“Marching Through Georgia,” and the 
performance wert on, while behind the 
scenes, with his head in the lap of a 
kind-hearted ballet-dancer, Frink Bev­ 


erly lay senseless. 
Will Harris bent 
over him anxiously, his eyes wet with 
manly tears. 
There was a slow lifting 
of the closed eyelids, and the sufferer 
said 
faintly, 
“Janie!” 
But she 
sat in the audience all unconsious that 
the injured gymnast was the lover, of 
whom at that same moment, her head 
and heart were full. 
Then recogniz­ 
ing his friend, “Don’t let them know,” 
he murmured feebly, and fainted from 
intense pain. 
That a man should live after such an 
accident seemed impossible. Still, the 
creed of the Mohammedan holds that 
every man bears a charmed life until his 
hour comes, Frank’s hour w’as not yet. 
His skull w’as fractured and his leg 
broken, but it chanced that the most 
famous surgeon of the day w as in the 
audience, and was one of those who had 
rushed indistinetively to help the even­ 
ing's favorite. 
The sufferer was taken 
to the hospital, and with infinite skill 
the broken bones were set. 
Youth and 
nature, assisted by a magnificent con­ 
stitution, did the rest. 
For days he 
was unable to see any one, ami Will 
Harris warded off Mr. Venablea inquir­ 
ies with all a reporter’s ingenuity”. 
When Frank 
recovered, a slight 
l.'UpaiK.ss was the only trace left of his 
terrible accident, a lameness which 
ended the gymnast’s career, but in no 
way interfered with the journalist's. 
Eight months at the Grecian Gardens 
had, allowing a pretnmin for cash, 
raised money enough to pay off the 
mortgage, and a little later Frank was 
promoted to a desk in the news-room. 
He and Janie were married and man­ 
aged to live very comfortably in a mod­ 
est little home in the suburbs of the 
city. 
Signor Francesco has never l>een heard 
of by the Beverly’s and Venables ex­ 
cept as “ the gymnast who fell the night 
Janie was at the circus. ” But no earth­ 
ly power can induce her ever to attend 
such an exhibition, although she is full 
of tender pity for the actors. 
“Poor fellows?” she says, “unfortun­ 
ate victims to the depraved taste of the 
public, which, through their poverty, 
tempts them to risk their lives.” 
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ILLt SIOIS OF THE STAGE. 


From the New York Ktar. 
With the increase of the realism on 
the stage there is also an increase of il­ 
lusions which tax the ingenuity of clever 
men behind the scenes, and often be­ 
wilder the most intelligent of the authors 
Some of these effects that occasion an 
uproar of applause, and necessitate the 
raising of the curtain repeatedly on a 
fovorite tableau, are ridiculously simple. 
For instance, when the young hero of 
the modern melodrama plunges into the 
canvas river from the set dock in the left 
fourth entrance, his disappearance is 
marked by a dash of spray uprising in 
foamy drops that glitter in the glaring 
ealcuim light the effect of this from the 
front is thrillingly real. 
II you stood at 
the side scene, however, and saw a 
rough carpenter crouching in the trap 
behind the set water with a handful of 
salt, ready to throw it up after the hero 
has landed on the mattress placed to re­ 
ceive him, you wouldn’t feel so enthusi­ 
astic. 
The inclination would be rather 
to laugh than to cheer. 
For some time even old stagers were 
puzzled by an allusion in one of the 
French operas as played by Aimee last 
season. 
In one of the comic scenes 
while the comedrnne,- disguised as a 
waitress, was pouring out tea at table 
on the scene, she poured it inadvertently 
down the neck of the dignified comedy 
character of the play. 
It seemed a 
boiling liquid that came from the ves­ 
sel—even the steam seemed to issue from 
it—and yet the actor submitted to the 
scalding ever}’ night and showed nopvil 
effects the next day. 
At last it trans­ 
pired that the French property man 
filled the teapot with a very fine saw­ 
dust, which ran out smoothly like a liq­ 
uid, a dost of its finer particles at the 
same time rising from the spout like 
steam. 
With the footlights between, 
the illusion w as complete. 
In nothing has the property man im­ 
proved so much of late years as in the 
quality and effectiveness of stage light­ 
ning. Only three or four years ago the 
old method was adhered to. 
A torch 
with a flame surrounded by a tin box 
perforated with fine openings, and the 
l>ox filled w ith pow dered risin, did duty 
for this effect. 
The prompter gave a 
shake of this torch, the powdered resin 
escaped in small quantity and flired up. 
This was the nearest the stage could 
come to counterfeiting the artillery of 
Jove. 
Now a oalcuim lor better, an el­ 
ectric) light is completely masked in 
the wings. 
When the cue is given for 
the lightning the light is unmasked for 
a second and the rays allowed to flash 
on to the stage through a lens of green­ 
ish glass. 
The effect of a blinding flash 
of lightning is perfect. And yet so sim­ 
ple? Yes; and it is the simplest things 
on the stage that gain the greatest suc­ 
cess. 
A favorite scenic effect is an illumin­ 
ated city iu the distance by night. The 
audience will always go wild over this— 
j et the effect is produced by merely 
cutting holes in a dark drop and keep 
the gas at the back of it at full head, 
while the burners in front of the scene 
are reduced to a blue glimmer. 
The 
illusion was taken out of this scene for 
the w riter, w ho one evening at 6 o’clock 
called at a city theatre to have an in­ 
terview- with the manager, and finding 
him on the stage hacking holes with 
his pen-knife in a black daubed can­ 
vass hanging near the rear wall of the 
theatre. 
“ I’m making more lights in Liver­ 
pool,” said he. “ This scene is the big­ 
gest success of the whole piece.” 
The moon w as a long time a puzzle 
to the stage folk. 
The best they could 
do was to slice a piece out of a drop 
diagonally and set in another movable 
strip on a part of which was a moon of 
greased muslin, with a bright light lie- 
hind it. 
This could be hauled up or 
lowered, according as Luna got a cue 
to rise or set, but the illusion was noth­ 
ing. 
It was too often positively ridi­ 
culous to make the device popular 
with either manager or actor. 
All 
cursed the moon. Lately, however, the 
property man has worked it on princi­ 
ple of the stereopticon. 
He throws an 
illuminated disc on a transparent flat 
from behind tho scene, and thus by 
moving the lens cau establish Luna in 
any quarter of the stage firmament 
and make her take any course without 
betraying her prospective orbit to the 
keen-eyed critics on the other side of 
the footlights. 
A Bowery actor travelled over the 
country for several years playing a 
drama which had no attraction but the 
effect of the hero being hanged by a 
mob. 
The noose was put around his 
neck and he was actually strung up in 
the sight of the audience. 
He even re­ 
mained kicking, and submitted to three 
encores a night. 
Every one marvelled. 
Yet he simply wore a harness of leather 
mil iron bands under his clothes; there 
w as a hook at the back of the neck 
which w as attached to the rope al>ove 
the noose, and the hanged man w-as 
simply kicking astride of a cushioned 
seat—an iron bar which was connected 
with the harness by an iron band, which 
followed the spinal column up to the 
neck, terminating in the hook, which 


brought all the strain in the proper place 
for comfort. 
Iq old times, when “ Mazeppa" was 
the rage, the writer joined the mob in 
howls of wonder and delight at the 
spectacle of the hero’s “fiery, untamed 
Ukraine steed” thrusting his nose to his 
insensible master’s face and caressing 
him labially after his terrible ride. 
At 
a later day, when this deponent, from a 
coin of vantage in the second entrance, 
O. P., detected that Mazeppa held a 
carrot under his arm, and that it was 
not love of the hero but a taste of vege­ 
tables that actuated the noble steed, he 
felt sick at heart at the rude dispelling 
of the poetry of his boyhood. 
Juliet’s balcony looks real, and you 
imagine the lovely maul peering, indeed 
from a rich boudoir to moan to “the in­ 
constant moon” for her prow ling lover. 
But viewed from the side-scenes, with 
Juliet standing on a tottering ladder 
and growling at the grimy carpenter, 
who is steadying it, it is quite another 
thing. 
The railroad train ftishing by w as for 
a longtimea thrilling sensation. 
Yet it 
is simply several sections of painted can­ 
vas on framework, run across the stage 
in a greased groove by carpenters, and 
telescoping on itself w hen it touches the 
sidewall of the theatre. 
The effect of scudding clouds in a 
storm at sea is only the dragging across 
the dark flat a uet with guaze patches 
sewed on it, and touched up by the 
painter t-o resemblo clouds under the 
uncertain light of the stage. 
A fog of mist has a lw a y s puzzled ma­ 
chinists, and puzzles them jet. 
The 
best the\- can do is to hang successively 
curtains of tarletan or mosquito netting 
(gauzes they call these curtains on the 
stage) across the stage at the different 
entrances, and raising them successively 
as the fog is supposed to disappear 
There is no illusion at all. 
It is never 
used except when absolutely necessary, 
as iu “ Midsummer Night's Dream,” arid 
even then is often cut out after the first 
night's trial. 
Another great stage effect is the en­ 
gulfing of a steamer at sea. 
Its dis­ 
jointed parts roll off at the w ings and 
sink down traps, and the surging waves, 
in the form of a dusty piece of canvas, 
calle** 2 «ea-cloth, flow or are hauled 
down to the first entrance* and agitated 
in wild billows until tho curtain falls to 
uproarious applause. The lumpy nature 
of the waves and their wild rolling fill 
the audience with wonder. 
The expla­ 
nation, though, is ridiculous. Each 
wave is a super. 
Under this cloth are 
from ten to twenty (according to the ex­ 
tent of the ocean) of these w retched as­ 
pirants for dramatic fame, just hump­ 
ing themselves. 
According as 
they 
hump or loaf the sea is w ild and tem­ 
pestuous or smooth ami billowy. 
As 
this scene is sure to 1m* encored two or 
three times, there is no use in asking at 
the prompter’s desk: “ What are the 
wild waves saying?” 
They are swear­ 
ing all the time.

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THE CURIOSITIES OF SLEEP.

Some Striking Instances of S om nam bul­ 
ism and S leep -talk in g . 
From the Cincinnati Enquirer. 
Sleep-talking is one of the most mar­ 
velous curiosities of sleep. 
It is some­ 
times connected with somnambulism 
but more frequently manifested alone, 
and after speaking to a somnambulist 
onoe awakens him, and. if in a perilous 
position results fatally. 
Dr. Binns tells 
of a young man aged 1H, of robust con- 
j stitntion, who went to Syria from a 
town on the Black Sea to pursue his 
studies at the gymnasium. 
After fall­ 
ing asleep he w ould arise and utter most 
remarkable declamations. 
Sometimes 
he recited long speeches from Xenophon 
with perfect accuracy, though when 
awake he could only remember a few 
lines. 
One night he w rote the theme 
he had to deliver the next day. 
In the 
morning, having overslept himself, he 
was vexed at not having prepared him­ 
self for his sutor, and wondered much 
when he discovered the theme complet­ 
ed and lying on the table before him. 
The Archbishop of Bordeaux speaks 
of a subject w ho asked for a glass of 
brandy to warm him. 
As there was 
none at hand they gave him w ater, but 
he at once detected the cheat and again 
demanded brandy. 
He was given a 
glass of strong liquor, seemed refreshed 
and laj’ down without waking. 
There 
is a most remarkable case related of a 
young American lady who preached dur­ 
ing her sleep, performing regularly 
every part of the Presbyterian service, 
from the r.salms to the benediction. 
She was the daughter of wealthy and 
respectable parents. 
She fell into bad 
health, and under its influence disturbed 
her family by her nocturnal eloquence. 
Her unhappy parents, at first surprised 
and perhaps flattered by the exhibition 
of so extraordinary a gift in their family, 
finally concluded it was the result of 
disease, and, thinking that a change of 
scene would improve her, visited New 
Y'ork and other great cities of the Union. 
She would preach at night on board 
steamboats; and at tea-parties she was 
put into an adjoining room in order that 
the guests could w itness her extraordin­ 
ary performances. 
Her sermons, al­ 
though they had the appearance of con­ 
nected discourses, consisted principally 
of a jumble of texts. 
Darwin relates a most wonderful 
case of somnambulism and sleep-talk­ 
ing combined. 
It was that of a young 
lady about seventeen, who suddenly be­ 
came seized with convulsions of all the 
muscles of her body, then she made 
great efforts to vomit, violent hiccoughs, 
and in about an hour she was seized 
with a violent spasm. 
In half an hour 
these ceased and the sleep suddenly 
l>egan, and was observable from the 
look of her eyes, which were all atten­ 
tion. 
Then she talked aloud w ith im­ 
aginary persons with her eyes open, 
and could not for about on hour be 
brought to attend external objects by 
any kind of violence it was possible to 
use. 
These symptoms returned in this 
order every day for six weeks. Tho 
conversations were consistent, and the 
hearers could understand w hat she sup­ 
posed her imaginary companions had 
answered. 
Sometimes she was angry, 
agaiu witty and vivacious, but most 
often inclined to melancholy. 
She 
sang some music accurately’, and quoted 
from the English poets. 
Once trying to 
repeat some lines from Poj>e she forgot a 
word, and began again; when she came 
to the word it was shouted in her ears, 
and this to no purpose. 
Finally she 
recollected it herself. 
When she recov­ 
ered she appeared to lie greatly sur­ 
prised, and called upon her sisters as if 
in great fear. 
Finally she got so she 
could w alk around the room when in 
one of these sleep-talking paroxysms, 
without touching any of the furniture, 
though her steps were totering and 
wavering. 
And afterward she drank a 
dish of tea, when the whole apparatus 
of the tea-table was set before her, and 
said there was 
medicine put in it. 
Once she smelled of a tube-rose that 
was in her room, and talked out aloud 
about breaking it off', but said it would 
make her sister so angry. 
At another 
time she heard a bell ring, and taking 
oft' one of her shoes as ahe sat upon the 
bed, she said: “I love the color black; 
a little wider and a little longer, and 
even this might make me a coffin.” 
Yet she was not sensible that any per­ 
son was about her. 
When her paroxysm 
was over she could not remember a 
thing that had happened.

Y’esterday afternoon on the balcony 
of the Russell house a reporter of the 
Free Tress was introduced to Herr 
Eric Gaubstre, a gentleman from God- 
thaab, who stoppe d for a day’s rest while 
on his wav home a fter having gone over­ 
land to Sitka, Alaska, thence by boat to 
’Frisco, etc. 
Mr. Gaubstre is a man of medium 
height, rather stout, wifh a round, rud­ 
dy face, heavy whiskers, of a bright 
red color. 
He is a Dane by birth, but 
has lived in Greenland since 1858, and 
speakes 
English fluently. 
He is a 
member of the Greenland Fishing com­ 
pany (originally established in 1863,) 
and is also an extensive dealer in furs. 
He has been away from his home since 
February, 1883, during which time he 
has visited most of the important trail­ 
ing posts on Hudson Bay and through 
British America to Sitka. 
He was at­ 
tired in a suit of fashionably cut strip­ 
ped duck, and with a straw hat, a large 
palm-leaf fan and perfect quiet he was 
managing to keep comfortably cool. 
“Y'ou find it rather warm,” ventured 
the reporter as a feeler. 
“Yes, but not as hot as it was one or 
two hours in Denver last week. 
“Do you prefer—” 
“Now let me tell you something about 
my country before you ask it, for I’ve 
met you people before and I know your 
racket. (See how easy I get on to yonr 
American slang? Greenland is an is­ 
land frozen tightly to the north pole. 
It is chiefly settled by Greenlanders 
with a sprinkling of Danes, Swedes and 
Norwegians and nowand then a Scotch­ 
man. 
Our country is the recipient of 
an annuity from Denmark and we have 
15 or 16 colonies of Danes in the coun­ 
try. 
They are in 
Godthaab—sabe? 
alxmt 300 Danes and 200 Swedes. 
Our 
business is almost wholly fishing and 
furs. We export whale and seal oil, 
skins of seal, fox and reindeer and 
eiderdown by the car load.”

“It’s a large fish. Now let me tell 
you something about 
our 
schools. 
They’re not numerous, but we’ve got 
as many as w-e need and can support.” 


German Legends. 


From tho Saturday Review. 
Though Germany has lieen moro fully 
explored in this direction than almost 
any other country, it still possesses pe­ 
culiar attractions for the collector. 
Tho 
peasantry in the center and south are 
more easily accessablo than English 
farm laborers, an! their minds are more 
ricldy stored with the wisdom and fool­ 
ishness of the past. 
Not that they are 
more supersticious; the ancient rite has 
become a mere game and the charm is a 
jest; the old story is told oftener than 
not with an incredulous smile; but even 
the middle-aged are not afraid that you 
will laugh at them for talking about 
such matters, and the aged love to dwell 
upon them, together with the other 
memories of their youth. 
Every district 
too, has its own peculiar character. 
In 
East Friesland the legends are dark, 
stern, at times tragic; even when heath­ 
en in their origin, they have been re­ 
modeled by tho spirit of a firm Protest­ 
ant faith. 
In Central Germany they 
are brighter and more humorous, occa­ 
sionally more grotesque; the deepest 
note* they touch is a certain pensive ten­ 
derness, and hardly a trace of Christian­ 
ity is to l»e found among them, though 
here and there the memory of a saint 
now forgotten in the district may be 
found a strange combination with other 
materials. 
In the Austrian.Alps, again, 
they are more graceful, imaginative, 
pathetic, aud almost invariably strongly 
colored by Catholicism. Thus the Frau 
Berchta or Fran Hohle of other districts 
here become* the Wife of Pilate, t® 
whom the popular fancy has assigned a 
sad but not ignoble fate in the world. 
As she confessed the truth and yet was 
not baptized, her spirit is doomed to 
wander through the earth till the J- Ig- 
ment Day, and to her the souls Ck all 
unbaptized children are gathered. 
Of 
Summer nights she leads them through 
the corn and flax fields, where they 
pluck off the mildewed ears and the 
harmful insects and bear them away in 
their little pitchers; but in winter, par­ 
ticularly a)>oilt Christmas time, the 
strange procession will sometimes pass 
through a village where an inconsolate 
mother dwells, and then a little hand 
will tap at the w indow, and when tho 
mourner looks out she w ill see her child 
no longer the laiby they carried to tho 
church-yard six months ago, but a little 
bright-eyed thing who, if it bad a living 
body, one would take it to be three or 
four years old. 
Yet she knows at once 
that it is her own, and it says, “Mother, 
you must stop crying; all yonr tears fall 
into my pitcher; it has grown so heavy 
that 1 can scarcely carry it, and they 
drip down on my clothes and make them 
so cold and cumbersome that I can't 
keep up with the rest.” If the mother 
glances down the street she will see 
a form so bright “that you might liave 
taken it for Our Lady's,” with a throng 
of little children crowding around her, 
“as if they loved her.” 
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One W ing of th e Chinese Army. 
With these troops also bows and 
arrows are tho favorite weapons, though 
a small proportion of the army carry 
matchlocks. Six times a month they 
practice archery on foot, and every 
spring and summer, dressed in armor 
they go through the same exercise on 
horseback. 
This division furnishes a 
guard of two men at each gate of the 
“forbidden city,” whose duty is to sit 
holding a red bar across the gateway, 
and who rise only to princes of the 
Mood. 
It also supplies the night pa­ 
trons within the “forbidden city,” who 
allow’ no one either to enter or leave 
the precincts unless he be the bearer of 
half a broken token which, w hen fitted 
with 
the 
corresponding 
portion in 
possession of the officer on duty match­ 
es exactly. 
The “ light division,” as its 
name indicates, is especially intended 
fur service requiring strength and ac­ 
tivity. 
The men are drilled “six times 
a month with the scaling ladder, when 
they also fire three volleys with the 
matchlock; six times they wrestle and 
perform feats of horsemanship, one 
rider leaping on the back of another’s 
horse, put at a callop, while the rider 
of the latter similarly exchange his seat 
at the same moment. 
While mounted 
they likewise tire three rounds with the 
matchlock, shoot three flights of arrow s, 
and attack and defend w ith the sword 
and iron whip and flail. 
* * * They 
have, besides, six trials monthly in 
horse and foot archery, and t wioe a year, 
for twelve days at a time, practice at a 
mark with a matchlock; each marks­ 
man takes five shots each day, and is 
rewarded or punished according as his 
varied success places him in one of the 
three classes of proficiency.” This is 
the kind of military exercise which 
particularly delights the Chinese mind. 
Such exhibitions of agility as somer­ 
saults and leaps are to their thinking, 
inexpressibly terrifying to the enemy, 
and when accompanied by shouts and 
cries cannot fail, they consider, to 
spread dismay in the opposing ranks. 
The “shout of battle” has, through all 
time, been recognized as a power in the 
fight; but the “buxom valor” “whose 
grace is only in the heels,” which is 
displayed by Chinese soldiers, can only 
inspire contempt among any troops 
but such as are even on a lower level of 
inefficiency than Chinese warriors. 
As 
Corporal Trim says, “one good thrust 
with the bayonet is worth them all.”— 
Black w’ood’s Magazine.

A Queer occupation and its perfunctory 
perform ances.

When the inundation approaches the 
capital—usually at the end of June or 
the beginning of July—the Nile criers 
(Muna-di-en-Nil) 
begin their work. 
These oriers are men, whose business 
it is to call out, or rather to recite, 
before the houses ot those who wish it, 
how much the Nile has risen during the 
last twenty-four hours. 
The Oriental 
does everything, no matter what it is, 
gravely, slowly, with much dignity and 
verbosity, and is never chary of his time 
or breath. 
Even the form of his greet­ 
ing in the street is a complicated cere­ 
mony of words and motions 
which 
usually takes some minutes to perform. 
And in the same way this announce­ 
ment of the river’s rise, which seems to 
us such a simple mattor, is a most 
serious affair. 
The day liefore the crier l>egins liis 
talk he goes through the streets accom­ 
panied by a boy, whose part it is to act 
as chorus and to sing the responses at 
the proper moment. 
The crier sings: 
“God has looked graciously upon tho fields. * 
Response: “ Oh! day of glad tidings.” 
“To-morrow begins the announcement. ” 
Response: 
‘May it be followed by success. ” 
Before the crier proceeds to give the 
information so much desired, he intones 
with tho boy a lengthy, alternating 
chant, in which he praises God, im­ 
plores blessings on the Prophet and all 
his believers, and on the master of the 
house and all his children. 
Not until 
all this has been carefully gone through 
does he 
proceed to say the Nile has 
risen so many inches. 
This ceremony is carried on until the 
month of September, when the river 
has reached its culminating point, and 
the crier, as bringer of such good news, 
never fails to claim his “baksheesh”— 
sometimes humbly and sometimes, too, 
very imperiously. 


Both at school and at college Bernard 
Hooker had been one of the wildest and 
most dare-devil youths imaginable.

Fruit and the Cholera. 


Gardener's Chronicle (London). 
It is to be feared that the report in­ 
dustriously circulated that the cholera 
at Toulon originated with tho free eat­ 
ing on the part of some of the popula­ 
tion of unrip© apricots, may lead to a 
fanatical outcry ’against the eating of 
fruit in any form during the present 
season. 
There is no proof that unripe 
fruit had any connection with the chol­ 
era outbreak at Toulon, and it does not 
seem certain whether the disease preva­ 
lent is of the dread Asiatic form, or is 
of the sporadic order. 
Frnit growers 
will do well to send to market only ripe 
fruit, and that which is in a perfectly 
sound state. 
It is not, however, so 
much from the growers that any danger 
of that kind will arise. It is rather 
from dealers who are not too careful as 
to the places in which they store their 
unsold fruit, or to the condition in which 
it may be. 
However, fruit is perhaps 
less injurious, if at all, when sound than 
many other articles of food, and rightly 
used may help to promote the public 
health rather than bring it to any dan­ 
ger.

Electric Lights. 
There are two kinds of electric lights, 
wholly different in principle, in bril­ 
liancy, in appearance and in the mode 
of uso. 
A writer in one of the daily 
papers, explaining tho difference to an 
inquiring correspondent, writes: 
The distinguishing difference, to an 
ordinary observer, between and incan­ 
descent electric lights may, I think, be 
briefly stated thus: Arc lights burn in 
the open air, with carbon sticks or pen­ 
cils, the very points or ends of which are 
heated to a white heat and gradually 
consumed. 
Such are our street lights. 
Incandescent lights, on the contrary, 
are produced inside small glass globes 
of various shapes, from which the air 
has been exhausted. 
These lights are 
caused by the passage of electricity 
through a fine resisting wire or thread 
(usually bent for convenience into the 
form of a horse-shoe), which is thereby 
raised into a white or incandescent heat, 
without being consumed, on account ot 
the absence of air. If the air leaks in, 
the filament immediately burns up, and 
“that is the end on’t.” 
The term “arc” is an old one, adopted 
years ago, referring to the supposed 
shape of an electric spark in passing 
from one carbon point to the other.

George Holland appeared for the county 
and Mr. Hartley plead his own cause. 
The jury impaneled was as follows:

whom he desired to prove that it would 
not 
damage it one cent’s 
wrorth 
to 
trot across it, 
hut the court w'ould 
not admit the evidence claiming that it 
was not pertinent. 
Mr. Hartley then de­ 
livered his maiden speech to the jury in 
which he claimed that the approach to 
the bridge, on which he admitted that 
he drove faster than a walk, did not come 
under the law as it was not the bridge 
proper, and even if it was that i» did not 
hurt it one ccnt’a worth 
lie also claimed 
that if this fine business was carried out 
as it had been commenced, that it would 
soon be the cause of driving trade from 
the city and that the streets would soon 
makegood pasture, as the grass would 
surely grow therein. 
He also thought it 
a disgrace to be arrested by a man whose 
grocery bill was not paid which of course 
had no bearing on tlve case, but which 
the jury listened to patiently. 
After he 
had 
fully 
spoken liw mind 
on 
the 
case, Mr. G, W. Holland addressed the 
jury in behalf of the county in which lie 
charged them to find a verdict in accord­ 
ance to law nnd testimony given, nnd 
w hich was as plain as the nose on a man’s 
face, 
lie told them that as Mr. Hartley 
had admitted he did drive faster than a 
walk on the so-called approach there was 
no possible way for him to evade the 
penally which 
had been fixed by the 
state in so many words, and because it 
w as a man who held high h mors and was 
a prominent citizen it was no reason why 
he should not be dealt with accoidingly. 
The ease went to the jury and they stay­ 
ed out two or three hours, but could not 
agree, standing six for acquittal and six 
for conviction, andanew trial was called 
at 5 o’clock, the jury this time being li.

The Dairymen’s Association. 


The Northwestern Dairymen’s associa­ 
tion met for the second time on Monday 
evening, Aug. 4. at the Commercial hotel, 
for the purpose of perfecting the organiz­ 
ation uDd transacting 
other necessary 
bnsiness. 
The association will meet reg­ 
ularly on the first Monday of each month, 
and all dairymen in Cass and Crow Wing 
counties, who arc interested in the ad­ 
vancement of stock interests, are request­ 
ed to send their names and one dollar to 
the secretary and become members. 
The 
following i* part of the by-laws of the 
association : 
“ Each member shall 
be subject 
to 
whatever assessments arc necessary to 
defray the expenses of the association. 
Each memlw;r shall report to the secre­ 
tary all doubtful milk customers, and the 
secretary shall report the same to all 
members. 
No member shall take a delinquent 
milk 
customer from 
another member 
without mutual agreement between both 
members. 
The association shall do business on a 
cash basis as near as possible. 
The association request a frequent in­ 
spection of milk by proper authorities. 
The advantage of getting onto a cash 
basis can be better appreciated by those 
who heretofore have done a credit busi­ 
ness. 
A milkman’s business may be 
large in the aggregate, but it is made up 
of small amounts which, if not collected, 
will ruin the business. 
We have not combined to impose high 
prices on the public, for w o can better

Washington News. 


Tho marl>le blocks in W ashington m onu­ 
ment weigh three tons, cost #40 rough and 
#00 hewn. 


Poptal changes: New Offices—John Whitney, 
Enterprise, Brown county, N eb.; Thomas Scott, 
Sootteville, Polk county, M inn.; Christian C.

The secretary of war has informed the In ­ 
dian bureau that orders have been issued to 
the commanding officer of the division of 
Missouri to expel all intruders from the Indian 
Territory, 


Private Maurice Connell, one of the sur­ 
vivors of the Lady Franklin bay expedition, 
has been promoted to he corporal of Troop B, 
Third 
cavalry, 
now 
stationed at Whipple 
barracks, Arizona Territory. 


At the coroner's investigation of the United 
States hotel accident, testimony was given show­ 
ing that Belding, proprietor of the hotel, had 
known for a long time that the building was 
unsafe, and never gave warning to hoarders. 
The owners of the building were well aware of 
its dangerous condition, hut took no steps for 
i ts an provement. 


At Washington Sunday evening the United 
States hotel, an old undermined building, sud­ 
denly collapsed and fell to the ground. 
For a 
time great consternation prevailed, many per­ 
sons being thought to have been killed.* Sub­ 
sequent investigation, however, proved that 
but few were hurt, though tho exact num ber 
appears to be in doubt. 


Indian Commissioner Price is absent from 
the city at present, and C apt Stevens, chief 
clerk, is acting commissioner. 
The captain 
and other officers of the bureau say that the 
published statem ents of Dr. T. A. Bland of 
this city in regard to the Pino Ridge agency 
arc misrepresentations throughout 
They say 
that Bland obtained permission to go upon the 
reservation to visit friends, and that he gross­ 
ly violated the conditions of his perm it; that 
he endeavored to excite the Indians to m is­ 
chief, etc., and that he was prom ptly ejected 
from the reservation by the agent 


The contributions to tho “ conscience fund” 
of the treasury, in the last fiscal year, am ount­ 
ed to over $0,000. 
This fund has, since its 
establishment twenty years ago, amounted to 
about #350,000. 
No footing up of the various 
year's receipts have ever been made, but for 
some years past it has run from #5,000 to 
#7,000 a year, a u d it is twenty years since its 
establishm ent; it is supposed the total will 
reach about the sum mentioned. 
The term 
“ conscience fund” was originated by T reasurer 
Skinner, w hose autograph upon the govern­ 
ment notes vears ago was so much of a curi­ 
osity. 


The war and navy departments of the United 
States government are like tadpoles—very large 
heads to very small bodies.

Tho war department, 
for instance, is swarming with m ajor generals 
and brigadier generals and colonels, and there 
is machinery enough to direct an arm y of a 
million soldiers.

her anchors when the Bear came slowly steam ­ 
ing around the corner of old Fort Con­ 
stitution, as black and solemn as a hearse in a 
funeral procession, and the sailors in the rig­ 
ging cheered again. 
Then came the Alert and 
third cheer was heard, to which, however, 
there was no responses. 
The flags on all tho 
Arctic fleet, which had been at half mast evor 
Bince the rescue at Cape Sabiue, were raised 
to the masthead by signalling orders from the 
secretary of the navy, who remarked that this 
was a day of joy and not welcome to the surviv­ 
ors, and not of mourning for the lost. 
When 
the Arctic fleet dropped their anchor Secretary 
Chandler offered his arm to Mrs. Greely and 
escorted her to the gang-plank, followed by 
her brothers. 
They were placed in charge of 
Commander Merry of the Tallapoosa, who, in 
his launch, conveyed them to the Thetis. 
As Mrs. Greely, on the way to meet her hus­ 
band, passed down the companion way to the 
barge, she walked with a firm tread and showed 
no sign of emotion other than biting lier lips 
and lightly clutching her hands. 
The lieu­ 
tenant had not been informed that his wife was 
about to go on board the Thetis, and a few 
minutes ltefore her arrival, in conversation 
with Commander Schley, he said he did not ex­ 
pect to see her, as she*probably had been u n ­ 
able to reach there so soon. 
When the barge 
was seen to leave the Tennessee with Mrs. 
Greely and her two brothers, G. O. and C. A.

“God bless you,God bless you,' said the sec­ 
retary. 
“ You have come back to us almost 
from the grave. 
I hope your future happiness 
may reward you for the terrible experience 
you have bad. ” 
Greely responded feelingly, thanking Mr. 
Chandler for his kind expressions. The writer 
was introduced to Gen. Greely by Secretary 
Chandler, and tho form er at once said he de­ 
sired to thank th * newspapers of the country 
for the universally kind manner in which he 
had been treated by them 
He could sav but 
little at present concerning his expedition, 
the public would soon be given the entire de­ 
tails through official reports. 
When asked as 1 
to his health, the lieutenant started he felt 
comparative well iu all respects excepting that 
he was at all times considerably affected by a 
feeliug of intense weakness 
He stated he 
had gained rapidly in flesh since this rescue 
but much of it was soft and 
MORE INJURIOUS THAN BENEFICIAL. 
He said he had a good appetite and was 
slowly recovering, but anticipated it would be 
some time before lie would recover his wonted 
strength. 
To day he said was the happiest of 
his life. 
In that one day everything on earth, 
was restored to him for which man could wish. 
Home, wife, mother and honor in one day giv­ 
en to a man who a few days ago was on the 
brink of the grave, is as much as mortal could 
desire. 
The lieutenant looked very liappv in ­ 
deed. 
He sat with his wife on one side and 
his mother on the other. 
His face is consider­ 
ably bloated, his cheeks are looking of a health­ 
ier color. 
He stood erect as ever, but is not 
allowed to remain on his feet long at a time. 
After a brief talk with Lieut. Groelv, Secretary 
Chandler was conducted to tho deck where the 
crew of the Thetis was drawn up in hue. 
A 
hardy looking set of men they were, rough and 
brave looking. 
A great number of invited 
guests, including many distinguished persons 
and families of naval officers, were carried by 
naval stearm launches to the flagship Ten­ 
nessee, on the quarter deck of which the chief 
ceremonies were held. 
At about 2 o’clock the I 
Alliance rounded the foot of the point and 
came to anchor some distance astern the 
Tennessee. 
The Idiot is followed fifteen initi­ 
ates later and anchored abreast the Alliance. 
As the Thetis' anchors went overboard, the 
guards on all the ships in the harbor were 
manned, flags run to the masthead and three 
rousing cheers given. 
Then the band struck 
up. 
“ HOME AGAIN,” 
and among the assembled guests tew there 
were whose ey s were not bedimmed with . 
tears. 
It was an effecting scene, and many 
sturdy and bronzed men of-warsman 
were 
seen to brush the tears away with their co&t- 
sloeves. 
Ten minutes after the d'hetis had an­ 
chored, the Bear rounded the point, and soon 
came to anchor in the wake of the Thetis. 
Again the yards were manned and again the 
gallant seamen gave three cheers, which were ! 
repeated wheu 
the Alert 
steamed slowly 
around and dropped anchor abreast of the 
Bear. 
Secretary Chandler was standing on 
the quarter-deck to receive the commanding 
officers of the relief squadron, and within 
half an hour after coming 
to anchor tho 
officers w ere standing on tho deck of the flag­ 
ship. 
It was remarked at the time that not 
a single gun had been fired in honor of the ar- j 
rival of the squadron and Lieut Greely, and 
the quietness of the demonstration was much 
commented on. 
To avoid publicity as much 
as possible Secretary Chandler arranged to re­ 
ceive the commanders of the relief ships iu 
the after cabins. 
Acting Admiral Luce es­ 
corted them to the presence of the secretary of j 
the navy as 
COMMANDER SCHLEY 
stepped into the cabin he was greeted by 
Secretary Chandler, who clasped his hand 
with fervor, and passing one arm around 
his shoulder, said in a voice almost smoth­ 
ered with emotion: 
“I am glad to welcome 
you home.” 
Commander Coffin, of the Alert, 
was next introduced, 
and in answer to a 
query of Chandler, said: “ I was uover in bet- ’ 
ter health in mv life. 
It seems to liavo agreed j 
with us. 
Lieut. Emery, of the Bear, was next 
ushered into the secretary's presence, and re­ 
ceived a cordial welcome from representatives 
of the navy department. 
After brief and in­ 
formal conversations between Commander 
Schley and Secretary Chandler, the form er 1 
looked anxiously around the cabin, and grad­ 
ually his countenance became overcast with 
gloom. 
Surgeon General Gunnell noticing , 
this look of disappointment, stepped forward, ' 
saying: 
“ Yonr wife is in yonder state room, 
captain.” 
With a bound the commander 
reached the presence of his wife and daughter. 
After half an hour spent in conversation aud 
general handshaking, the commanding of- ; 
ncers ef the relief ships returned on board their 
respective vessels. Many were the appeals made 
by all classes of people’to Chandler to permit 
them to go on board the Thetis to catch 
a 
glimpse of the Arctic hero, Greely, but those 
requests were invariably refused 
Mrs. Gree­ 
ly, wife of the explorer, had reached Ports­ 
mouth on an early train this afternoon ami at 
once conveyed to*the flag ship, reaching there 
about throe o'clock. 
After the commanding 
officers had all gone back to their ships Mrs. 
Greeley was put on board of the secretary s 
barge. ’ 
COMMENDED THE CREW. 
The secretary stepped up to the ciew and 
said: 
My men, your commander tells me you have 
done your duty nobly and that you have l>eeu 
& cvj Jit t » tti v navy * and the country appro 
ciate vour service, and on behalf of the navy 
department 1 desire to thank you. 
After cordially embracing Sergeants Long 
and Fredericks and tho other two survivors of 
the Greely expedition, the secretary was con­ 
veyed to the Alert, where he paid his respects 
to Commander Coffin and inspected the crew. 
He also addressed the crew of the Alert in al>out 
the same words as the crew of the Thetis. 
The 
secretary next went on board 
the 
Bear, 
where lie and Lieut. Emory had an informal 
conversation. 
As secretary Chandler stood in­ 
specting the crew of the Bear, who were drawn 
up before him, a dozen genuine Esquimaux 
dogs rushed out of the cabin, leaping and fro­ 
licking around the seamen. 
The dogs were 
brought back by Lieut Emory, who desires to 
see if the breed cannot l>e cultivated in this 
climate.

secretary re-entered the barge and was con­ 
veyed to the Tallapoosa, which was crowded 
with invited guests.

A rctic E xplorer a t Portsm outh. 
Porthmonth, N, H., Aug. 
4.—Tho city la 
thronged, public and private buildings decorat­ 
ed, and “ Welcome to our Arctic Heroes” pla­ 
carded on bunting everywhere. 
The harbor is 
filled with crafts laden with people. 
At 11:20, 
amid considerable enthusiasm, Commanders 
Schley and Coffin and Lieut. Emory disem­ 
barked. 
Following them wore other officers 
of the Greely expidition and sailors of the The­ 
tis, Bear and Alert. 
They were enthusiastic­ 
ally greeted as they landed. 
The crowd pressed

Greely

Boy a and H ouse W ork. 
Rural New Yorker: It has long been 
a theory of mine that men would make 
better husbands than the majority of 
them do, if they had been taught the 
rudiments, at least, of house-work. 
Some might reply as a bright boy did, 
who differed with me on this subject: 
“Do you w ant your daughter to do a 
man’s work ? To go into the stable and 
harness up horses and all such work ?” 
“No,” I replied, “I do not want her 
to have it to do, but I want her to know 
how to do it, in case of an emergency.” 
I am always provoked to see a great, 
lazy boy, read, plav, or sit around idle, 
while his mother aud sisters make mend 
and darn for him. 
And his mother I 
feel out of patience with. 
I have seen 
girls of a family, who were attending 
school along with their brothers, w'ere 
obliged by their mother’s rule to make 
tlxeit own and their brother’s beds he- 
fore going to school, aud to do thoir 
own mending and darning, and that of 
their brother’s beside. 
This would 
have been all right if the boys had been 
at something equally useful, but no, 
they were out-of-doors, playing ball, or 
something similar, oil Saturdays, and 
in the mornings looking over their les­ 
sons, or “bothering around” until school- 
time. 
It is not just, but there are few 
families in w hich there are boys and 
girls, that the girls don’t get imposed 
upon in some such way. 
I know of a man who, when he was 
growing up, was taught by his mother 
not only to darn, but to make bread, 
which requires strong hands to make 
good; to wash dishes, never forgetting 
to rinse them in hot water, and in fact 
to keep the house as neat as mother did, 
and as careful about keeping out tlie 
flies. 
Yes, and two others, who, in case of 
sickness, company, or the wife’s ale 
sence, proved themselves as “ handy 
as a girl!” about the house, and a great 
deal more so than ,some hired girls. 
They had no experience in such work 
previous to their marriage, but they 
were men quick to catch an idea, and 
like to lie useful on all occasions. 
I also know a young woman, a far­ 
mer’s wife, who has never, during her 
married life, lieen awav from home for 
more than a day at a time, because her 
husband and the boys “would starve to 
death.” 
She had no daughters, and 
her sons scorn to learn “girls work.” 
And when, as it sometimes happens, 
the poor woman gets flat dn her back, 
father and sons are helpless, and must 
run for some neighbor. 
She often 
savs: “Oh! if I had only made my 
boys learn house-work while they were 
small, how much it would have saved 
me.” 


pays to look after the comfort of the 
teams! 
There can be no reason why orchard 
grass should die out of the land while 
clover does well excepting that the clov­ 
er overpowers the grass by its superior 
vigor. 
This may be caused by an excess 
of potash and lime in the soil derived 
from liberal dressing of ashes, which 
encourages the clover to the injury of 
the orchard grass. In time the reverse 
will take place, and the clover will die 
out, giving the orchard grass a better 
chance. 
Orchard grass once well es­ 
tablished will remain for a great many 
years—20 or 40 or more—in the soil, 
and generally it does well on dry soils, 
although it grows vigorously even on 
moist, swampy meadows. 
Mr. P. C. Reynolds, of Tho Ameri 
can Rural Home, seconds Professor 
Blount’s suggestion in reference to Im­ 
provement of Seed Wheat, not all at 
once enough for fifty or one hundred 
acres, but: “ Every farmer can walk 
over his wheat field before harvesting 
and select a few of the strongest stools, 
and from those stools he can select tho 
largest, most productive heads. 
The 
grains from these heads, planted on 
rich soil and well cultivated, would 
probably produce stronger wheat than 
the average of the field from which the 
original heads were plucked, and in 
this 
way 
sced-nurseries 
could be 
formed. ” 


Im provem ent Contagions. 
Let a man begin a work really ad­ 
vantageous, and tlie good sense of neigh­ 
bors will soe it. 
Let a man “ fix ” his 
front fence, paint his house or arbor, 
clear his back yard, or dispose of old 
rubbish, hoop skirts and tin cans, and 
people are not slow in noting tho im­ 
provement. 
Now let a dozen or a score 
of men join together by mutual promise 
in such an enterprise, and those who 
hold out against improvements sooner 
or later will join the swelling com pany. 
“If one duck drinks all will drink.” “ If 
one sheep jumps the fence all will jump.” 
In neighborly influences the case is 
likewise. 
The thing needed is a good 
healthy gossip upon matters common­ 
place. 


T he O leander. 
In its native state the Oleander is a 
riverside plant, and as such likes good 
liviug, being born to mud, w ater aud 
warmth. 
As the shoots made in one 
season flower the next if well ripened, 
it is always desirable to get a strong 
growth on the plants as early as practi­ 
cable. 
Therefore, 
they should from 
the early spring be given a warm, light 
place in which to grow, and receive lib­ 
eral supplies of weak, liquid mannre. 
An excellent way to summer small sized 
plants is to set them in a rich flowerbed 
or border until alxmt Octolier 1, w hen 
they must lie potted again. 
After the 
blooming season of plants in pots or 
boxes is over, some of the old soil should 
be removed from tlie roots and they be 
reset into a receptacle a little larger 
than the old one, using a rizh loam to 
fill in around the roots. 
It should be 
well known that this handsome shrub 
poasesses some poisonous principles, 
for if the hand is cut when pruning it, a 
dangerous wound may result. 
Pruning 
as a rule is not necessary to the plant, 
but it may be well one© in some rears 
apart to cut it back with a view of im­ 
proving its general shape. 


Home D ecoration. 
Fan scrap bags and scrap bags of col­ 
ored silk or fine woolens covered with 
lace have a place among household dec­ 
orative fancies.

Solomon’s Stables. 
A correspondent thus describes one of 
the most famous of the ruined monu­ 
ments of the greatness of Jerusalem: 
Descending a flight of stone steps, we 
found ourselves in a most wonderful 
series of underground vaults. These 
vaults evidently boasted of antiquity of 
centuries anterior to the Christian era, 
and yet were marvelously well pre­ 
served. In some places the rubbish was 
so deep that wo w$re within ten feet of 
the arched roofs, and again it was at 
least forty feet to the roof, showing the 
real altitude of the supporting piers. 
We wandered hither and thither by the 
aid of candles, sometimes in stygian 
darkness on tho brows of greedy chasms, 
and then again in broad daylight. I 
suppose these magnificent vaults reach 
over acres of ground, and perhaps 
honeycomb 
the 
whole 
mountain. 
Doubtless, further investigation would 
bring to light discoveries of great inter­ 
est. 
I measured one of the stones, and 
found it to be just sixty feet long and 
perhaps four feet square. 
Without much thought, I incline to the 
belief that these really were Solomon’s 
stables, and therefore among the won­ 
ders which this queon of Sheba insi»ect- 
ed. 
I reason this out on very simple 
grounds. 
Solomon certainly had some 
magnificent establishment of this sort, 
for we read in the twenty-sixth verse of j 
the fourth chapter of First Kings that 
he “had 40,000 stalls of horses for his 
chariots and 12,000 horsemen.” The 
Jewish lievels on the stones throw these 
vaults back to a very remote past. 
These two facts dovetail together well. 
Besides that, Josephus speaks of vast 
subterranean vaults of the temple, in 
which people hid themselves at the time 
of the investment of tho city by Titus.

Crops of Dakota. 
Jam es Boynes, statistical agent of Dakota, 
has prepared his report on crops, and sent it 
to Washington. 
The following is a synopsis: 
Wheat harvest iu Honth Dakota is well under 
way, and wliilo farm ers are straining the capac­ 
ity of self binders, they are yet unable to com­ 
plete work before past ripe grain wastes by 
scattering. 
Wheat will be in shock in a few 
days. 
Htacking has already commenced. The 
yield will evidently be lietter, but not so great 
proportionately, per acre; but onlv threshing 
will determine tlie exact status of the yield. In 
North Dakota harvest is just commencing iu 
some localities, while in others it w ill not be- 
E 
in for a week. 
Some fields will make 35 
ushels per acre, but the most onlv 15 to 18. 
The only great danger is tlie ruthless pelting 
of hailstones. 
Grant county reports the prev­ 
alence of smut in soft w heat 
Hand coun­ 
ty reports some blighted wheat. 
The acreage 
is placed at 1,600,000 acres, and promises 
about 16 bushels to the acre, which is equiva­ 
lent to 25,600,000 bushels of a better quality of 
grain than last year. 


About Feather P illow s. 
Many a housewife is deterred from 
making satisfactory and needed changes 
in pillows from the fact that it is al­ 
most impossible to do anything with 
feathers without losing and scattering 
them. 
If this plan is pursued she need 
have no further trouble: Suppose that 
she wishes to increase the size of a pair 
of pillows by adding the contents of a 
third pillow to them; divide the pillow 
in two parts by tieing a string tightly 
through the center, then rip alxmt a 
quarter of a yard at the end, and lip 
the same length at the end of the pil­ 
low that you wish to increase, then join 
these two cases and sew Ihem together; 
by so doing you can shake the feathers 
into the cAse without scattering them 
at all. 
When they are out of the small 
case, np the seam and sew the case firm­ 
ly. In buying ticking it is always well 
to buy the best; you will save a great 
deal of time and energy if the ticking is 
so firm and closely woven that feathers 
do not find their way out to blow about 
the room.—N. Y. Post. *

Farm er’s Short N otes. 
The Lake Yoorhees cattle ranch in 
Wyoming territory comprises 1,000,000 
acres of land, and one pasture of 40,- 
000 acres is inclosed by a single wire 
fence. 
It will easily accommodate 75,- 
000 cattle. 
In small gardens tomatoesshould never 
be nllowred to lie on the ground. 
Sup­ 
ports in the way of horizontal wires or 
slates fastened to upright posts pay for 
the trouble they cost. 
The fruit will 
be earlier, more plentiful and so much 
nicer if kept up out of the dirt. 
The best development of size in pota­ 
toes gained in experiments in cutting 
potato seed at the Ohio agricultural 
station was obtained on plots where 
seed w'as cut to one and two eyes, and 
where the ordinary cut (four and five 
eyes to the piece) was planted fifteen to 
eighteen acres between hills. 
There 
was no appreciable difference iu the size 
of the potatoes where whole small po­ 
tatoes were used. 
The heaviest yield 
was gained where the half oi a whole 
potato w as employed as seed. 
If yon were to work hard in this hot 
sun a whole half day without water, 
wouldn’t 
you suffer 
greatly? The 
horses need it, and suffer as much with­ 
out it as you; can’t you manage to give 
them a drink in the middle of each half 
day; a barrel filled and drawn to the 
field will last one pair of horses for sev­ 
eral days. 
Try it and see how grateful 
the poor animals w'ill be, and how much 
better you will enjoy your drink.

W heat F arm ing. 
Like every other commodity, wheat 
rises and falls in the market in per­ 
fect accord with the law of demand and 
supply. 
It is not at all likely that there will 
be any of the foreign wheat-growing 
countries. Climatic conditions are good, 
and the product is good. 
India wheat 
recently exhibited in Chicago proved 
to Ixj better than our grain dealers ex- 
pected. 
Tropical wheat is not so good 
as that grown in colder latitudes: but 
it is evident that we ;an not calculate 
on that to lie any special service to ns 
as 
farmers. 
Russia produces first- 
class wheat and so does 
Australia 
Then, wre Jiave Canada right at our 
doors, as good a wheat country as lies 
under the sun. 
It is an established fact that wheat 
grows well in cold latitudes, and that as 
a general thing, it is not profitably grow n 
in the tropical regions. 
It is equally 
well understood that in colder climates 
tlie variety of crops is less in nmnljer 
than in warmer places. 
That argues 
that the northern farmers will continue 
to raiae wheat as much from necessity 
as from desire. 
They can not grow 
some crops that are profitable farther 
south, and they can get little profit out 
of stock 
In warmer latitudes farmers 
have opportunities that their northern 
neighbors do not enjoy. 
They can 
change from one thing to anothei as oc­ 
casion requires and make money out of 
all. 
These considerations tend to teach 
ns that the days of profitable wheat 
farming in the southern one-half ofour 
country are passed. 
Our Kansas farm­ 
ers aro intuitively falling into this Line 
of thought. 
Many of them this year 
have little if auy more wheat growing 
than they expect to une in their own 
families. But they are doing more than 
formerly in other directions. 
It costs 
twenty-five cents to thirty cents to 
take a bushel of wheat from Topeka to 
New York. 
That is cheap—very low, 
but it is a large ]>ercentage of the value 
of the wheat. 
It will be wise to short­ 
en up a little in our wheat and length­ 
en out in fruit and meat.—Kansas 
Farmer.

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Adaptation to Climate. 
The celebrated physician, Boerhaave, 
l>elieved that no being breathing w ith 
lungs, conld live in an atmosphere hav­ 
ing as high a temperature as that of 
the blood. 
According to this dictum, 
one ought to die at a temperature of 100 
deg., but Banks enjoyed good health on 
the Senegal when the thermometer rose 
in his cabin to above 120 deg. and 130 
deg. 
Men live on the southwest coast 
of Africa, and in other hot regions, 
where the heat of the sand under their 
feet reaches 140 or 150 deg. 
Men in 
deep mining shafts and under diving- 
bells are able to support an atmos­ 
pheric pressure of 30,000 kilogrammes 
as well as a pressure of only 8,U00 
kilogrammes on the highest mountains. 
Cassini thought that no animal could 
live at a greater height than 4,700 me­ 
tres, or 15,000 feet; but there are sev­ 
eral inhabited places situated at a still 
greater height, as, for instance, Gartok, 
in the 
Himalayas. 
Alexander von 
Humboldt ascended to Chimborazo to a 
height of nearly 0,000 metres, or 19,28(5 
feet, w ithout suffering any harm. 
The 
pressure of the atmosphere is so light 
at such elevations that, as Humboldt 
was assured, wild animals w hen driven 
up to them bleed at the mouth and 
nose. 
Only the dog is able to follow 
man as far and as high as he can go; 
but this animal, too, loses his acute 
smell in Congo and Syria, and the 
power of barking in Surinam and at 
great heights; and the finer breeds of 
dogs cannot long endure the conditions 
of a height of more than 3,760 metres, 
or 12,500 feet, while there are towns in 
the Andes at as great a height as 13,500 
or 14,000 feet.—Dr. A. Berghaus, in 
Popular Science Monthly.
